Inflation shows signs of getting worse 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Even with help 
from the new tax cut, many Americans face 
a substantial loss of purchasing power this 
year because of inflation. 
With the year nearly half over, govern* 
ment figures indicate that inflation will be 
significantly worse this year than in 1976 
when consumer prices advanced 4.8 per 
cent 
Inflation pushed consumer priceomp 3.2 
per cent in the first four months of the year, 
and the Carter administration recently 
raised its inflation forecast for all of 1977 
from 3.3 per cent to 6.7 per cent. 
But the recent pace of Inflation is causing 
speculation that it could be worse than that 
before the yeanis over. 
Administration economists expect a 
slowdown in the inflation rate after 


midyear, especially in food prices, which 
have risen 5 per cent in the first four 
months. 
Nonetheless, there are signs of concern. 
President Carter told a news conference 
Thursday that his “main concern at this 
point on the economic scene is the rate of 
inflation.,." 
And the pace of inflation clearly is behind 
moves by the money-managing Federal Re­ 
serve Board to tighten growth of the money 
supply to make loans more expensive. 
On Friday, several major banks raised 
their prime lending rate for loans from 6>2 
to 634 per $ent, the second increase in a 
week. Since higher interest rates can 
discourage economic growth, the stock 
market responded by pushing the Dow 
Jones industrial average for stocks below 


900, to 898, for the first time since Jan 7 
1976. 
Although Carter has previously said in­ 
flation and unemployment could be battled 
sim ultaneously, his latest statem ent ap­ 
peared to m ove him a big step closer to the 
position of former Treasury Secretary Wil­ 
liam E. Simon that inflation w as “public 
enem y No. 1." 
There are a lot of reasons why Carter and 
his advisers worry about th e‘recent high 
rate of inflation. 
For one thing, rising prices m ean con­ 
sum ers m ay have to cut back on ex­ 
penditures. There were signs that this may 
have started in April, when retail sales 
failed to increase for the first time in 
months. 
The combination of reduced consumer

buying plus higher interest rates could 
endanger administration goals for eco­ 
nomic growth and employment. 
The real purchasing power of workers’ 
paychecks declined in April for the fourth 
time in five months and was one-tenth of 1 
per cent below what it w as a year earlier. 
That was after adding in increased pay. 
While the tax cuts signed into law by 
Carter last week will reduce taxes by about 
$100 a year for the average family of four, 
the losses to inflation should more than 
offset that. 
Even if inflation holds to the 6.7 per cent 
forecast by the administration, it still 
means a person with $10,000 income would 
lose $670 in purchasing power because of 
higher prices by year end. That person al­ 
ready had lost $320 in purchasing power by 


the end of April 
Until April, at least, consum ers had been 
increasing their purchases, in part, by 
drawing 
on 
savings. 
Am ericans 
were 
saving only 4.8 per cent of their income in 
the first quarter of this year, one of the low­ 
est rates in years. The savings rate was 7.8 
per cent in 1975 and 6.5 per cent last year. 
Alice Rivlin, director of the Congressional 
Budget Office, is pessim istic about the pace 
of consumer spending in months ahead, 
partly because the savings rate is so low 
hnd because it is likely consum ers will want 
to build their savings up again. 
One reason consum ers reduced their 
savings, she said, m ay have been that they 
anticipated receiving the $50-per-person tax 
rebate that C arter had proposed but then 
withdrew earlier this vear. 


A rising inflation rate also could un- 
deronistration efforts to win restraint in 
wage increases this year. So far, wage hikes 
have been averaging about 8 per cent a 
year, a rate that may not continue to satisfy 
workers if it appears inflation will outpace 
those gains. 


Rising wage rates usually result in even 
higher price increases, resulting in a wage- 
price spiral that the administration wants to 
avoid. 


Carter has announced an anti-inflation 
program that rests heavily on his ability to 
work with both labor and m anagement to 
m oderate wage and price increases. 


So far. they have only agreed to talk about 
what causes inflation.

Magnets may clean up coal 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — Scientists say they have found 
that magnets can pluck impurities out of dirty coal so it will burn 
almost pollution-free. 
If the new method proves to be cheap enough, they say it could 
help provide vast new quantities of coal that will be clean enough 
to run power plants. 
The technique, developed at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, removes most of the sulfur and 40 per cent of die 
ash-forming, noncombustible material from coal. 


France to build power plant 


PARIS (AP) — France will build a nuclear power plant of the 
plidonium breeding type recently banned in America by 
President Carter, it was declared formally Saturday. 
The government’s Official Journal published a decree signed 
by Premia' Raymond Barre May 12 authorising construction of 
the “Super Phoenix” fast-neutron plant at Creys+Malville, 28 
miles north of Lyon. 
IHans call for the plant to be able to produce 50 to 80 times more 
electricity from the same fuel charge than comparable nuclear 
plants in France and or abroad. It is rated for 1,200 megawatts 
and has an estimated coat of 1800 million — not including its fuel 
load of 35 tons of a mixture of uranium and plutonium oxides. 
Carter barred such breeder reactors in the United States as a 
unilateral step against the proliferation of plutonium which can 
be used in nuclear weapons.

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Legislature hard put to resolve prison issue

<AP) — It’s getting to be a con­ 
stantly asked but never an­ 
swered question before the Mis­ 
souri Legislature: “What kind 
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of prison should be built and 
where?” 
And although state Sen. Don­ 
ald Manford prophesied Thurs­ 
day that the Senate’s decision 
to fund one, new, maximum se­ 
curity prison “would set the 
state’s course on corrections 
for decades,” another state offi­ 
cial predicted Gov. Joseph P. 
Teasdale would go to bat for 
another plan to build an al­ 
ready planned medium security 
facility near Kansas City. 
As the Senate . voted over­ 
whelmingly to support its Ap­ 
propriations Committee’s plan 
for a small, maximum security 
prison, Teasdale met for 30 
minutes with Social Services 
Director James Walsh, who has 
been traveling throughout the 
state the past three months 
searching for a medium secur­ 
ity prison site. 
Walsh had selected and Tea­ 
sdale endorsed locating the 500- 
inmate, $21 million prison at a 


place called Birmingham Bot­ 
toms in Liberty, just northeast 
of Kansas City. But when the 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Com- 
mitee reversed the legislature’s 
previous two years of endorse­ 
ments for the medium security 
concept and decided to fund the 
maximum institution, Teasdale 
said he was willing to go along 
with whatever the legislature 
decided. 
“He has definitely changed 
his position. He’s ready to go 
with the Birmingham Bottoms 
site,” said Walsh. “He’s no 
longer going to leave it (site se­ 
lection) to the legislature.” 
As the two men were meet­ 
ing, the Senate concluded about 
four hours of debate on the 
question and 
voted 22-8 to 
pledge $21 million towards the 
eventual construction of one $34 
million maximum security pris­ 
on on any parcel of land in the 
state which was owned or con­ 
trolled by the Division of Cor- 
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rections as ot the beginning of 
this year. That limits it to sev­ 
eral tracts the division holds in 
mid-Missouri. 
The House version of the bill 
had appropriated $11 million 
for continued work on the me­ 
dium 
security facility near 
Kansas City, and $1 million for 
site location and planning of a 
similar facility in the St. Louis 
area. 
Manford explained his com­ 
mittee’s position, saying the 
one new 
maximum 
facility 
could be used to house the esti­ 
mated 500 hard core non-re- 
habilitatable inmates currently 
allowed to intermingle with the 
1800 less dangerous convicts at 
the state’s current maximum 
security prison, the Missouri 
State Penitentiary here. When 
the new facility is built and the 
hard core inmates removed to 
it, the penitentiary would be 
convert«! into a large medium 
security prison, Manford said. 
But Sen. A. Clifford Jones, 
one of two Appropriations Com­ 
mittee members who had voted 
against the new proposal, said 
the Senate was again trying to 
sidestep the question of what 
kind of a prison to build and 
where. 
At one point during the de­ 
bate, St. Louis County Demo­ 
crat John Schneider said, “I 
feel like we’re flopping around

here, and the only question 
we’re asking is ‘Is it going to 
be in my district or not’.” 
A scarlet-faced, fist pounding 
Jones bellowed that the money 
the Senate was appropriatiing 
Thursday would never be spent, 
as in previous years, and that 
the Senate was trying to again 
avoid the prison question. He 
said the overcrowded conditions 
which currently plague the 
state’s 
corrections system 
would result in a riot similar to 
the 
devastating 
penitentiary 
disturbance of 1954 when five 
prisoners were killed, a number 
of guards and inmates injured 
and $4 million in property des­ 
tory ed. 
“I will not go through anoth­ 
er riot. Don't make me go 
through another 1954 again,” 
the St. Louis County Republi­ 
can said. “Now are you going 
to build a penitentiary or aren’t 
you?” he asked as he sought 
support for his amendment to 
appropriate a one-time amount 
of $25.5 million to plan, locate 
and construct one prison. 
He said he wouldn’t mind if 
the facility was built in his dis­ 
trict. 
A group of residents near the 
Birmingham Bottoms location 
have opposed it, and Rep. Stan 
Thomas, D-Liberty, has offered 
a resolution in the House urg­ 
ing Teasdale to go along with 
the Senate committee’s deci­ 
sion. 
Sen. Phil Snowden, D-Glads- 
tone, who represents the area 
where the medium security 
prison is to be located, is non­ 
committal on the site, saying 
he wants to hear from more 
residents before opposing it. 
It was opposition from state 
Sen. Truman Wilson, D-St. Jo­ 
seph, that kept the medium se­ 
curity prison from being built 
near that northwest Missouri 
city last year. 
The legislature has been dick­ 
ering with the question of a 
new prison since 1968. 
There were plans to build a 
maximum security prison in 
1972 near the Boot heel commu­ 
nity of Steele, but those plans 
were scrapped by then-Gov.

His wife, Rose, 
said people began screaming 
and running for the doors when 
they spotted the flames.

al assault, Simonson said the 
boy’s 
reaction 
was 
under­ 
standable. 
Complaining about provoca­ 
tive women’s clothing, Simon­ 
son asked, “Should we punish 
severely a 15-or 16-year-old who 
reacts to it normally?" 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Meryl Man- 
hardt called the judge’s court­ 
room 
remarks 
“particularly 
sexist.” She said the rape was 
the most serious crime in the 
history 
of 
Madison 
public 
schools. 
The judge said in an inter­ 
view Thursday that it was 
“normal for impressionable ju­ 
veniles to react violently” to 
some women's clothing because 
they are “groping to decide 
what is proper conduct in this 
world.” 
“Their sexual juices really 
start to flow at 14, 15 and 16,” 
said the 52-year-old judge. “ It 
doesn't take much to provoke 
the guy. Whether you like it or 
not, a woman's a sex object 
and they’re the ones who turn 
the man on, generally.” 
Simonson found the youth 
delinquent and ordered him to 
remain at home for a year un­ 
der court supervision. The boy 
must be tutored at home and 
continue receiving treatment at 
a nearby youth center. 
A 14-year-old boy accused in 
the case was sentenced to one 
year at a group home in Mil­ 
waukee. A third boy was given 
immunity from prosecution in 
exchange for testimony against 
the others. 
Simonson said his remarks 
should not cause women to fear 
appearing before him in sexual 
assault cases, but the women 
protesters disagreed. 
"Rape is a violent crime, a 
terrible crime, and here is a 
judge calling it a normal reac­ 
tion," said a statement issued 
by the protesters, whose action 
was sponsored by the local 
chapter of the National Organ­ 
ization for Women (NOW). 
"Simonson's 
usefulness 
is 
over as far as his continued 
judgeship is concerned," NOW 
said. “What woman would ever 
believe that she could receive 
fair treatment from him?” 
The 
protesters, 
including 
women dressed in bikinis and 
parkas, said they objected to 
Simonson’s courtroom remarks, 
not to the punishment ordered 
for the vouth.

Regulations sought against pseudorabies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture 
Department offi­ 
cially proposed today federal 
regulations intended to control 
the spread of pseudorabies, a 
serious disease of swine and 
other livestock. 
The proposals include restric­ 
tions 
against 
the 
interstate 
shipment of all livestock — 
whether swine or other farm 
animals — that show signs of 
the disease. 
Officials said that livestock 
that has been infected or ex­ 
posed to the disease but do not 


show 
“clinical signs” of it 
could 
be 
moved 
with 
per­ 
mission directly to slaughter 
plants. Those animals would 
have to be identified by dis­ 
tinctive earmarks. 
Pseudorabies is also called 
Aujeszky’s Disease, mad itch 
and infectious bulbar paralysis. 
It is caused by a virus and pri­ 
marily affects swine but also 
can attack cattle, sheep and 
other livestock. 
Officials said that the disease 
poses no danger to humans, ei­ 
ther from contact with infected 


animals or from eating meat. 
The proposed regulation will 
be open for public comment un­ 
til July 26.

When the doors of Sikeston High School closed Tuesday 
for the 1976-77 school year, the Tony Statler's, 703 
Mimosa Dr., packed up all their things and walked away 
too.

and sleep. 
The risk of hearing damage 
rises as clothes washers, food 
mixers, dishwashers, vacuum 
cleaners, and electric knives 
continue to bombard us with 
noise. Sewing machines, food 
blenders, electric shavers, and 
food grinders are even worse. 
And the highest noise lovels in 
the home a re produced by ap­ 
pliances which include about 4 
million electric yard-care tools 
and 12 million electric shop 
tools. 
For a quieter home try noise- 
absorbing m aterials on floors; 
use heavier drapes over win­ 
dows facing loud outdoor noises; 
try rubber or plastic treads on 
uncarpeted stairs; put sound- 
absorbing ceiling tile in your 
kitchen; 
substitute the 
less- 
vibrating wood cabinets for the 
noiser m etal ones; use a foam 
pad under blenders and mixers; 
install 
dishwashers 
with 
in­ 
sulation and vibration mounts; 
get 
exercise 
with 
a 
hand- 
powered lawn mower insted of a 
noisy power mower; keep the 
volume down on your hi-fi and 
use a headset if others are not 
interested in listening; place air 
conditioners where their hum 
can 
help 
mask 
objectional 
noises, 
but don't face them 
tow ard 
y our 
neighbor; s 
bedroom; avoid noisy toys when 
buying for your children; and, 
finally, when buying an ap­ 
pliance 
compare the 
noise 
outputs 
of 
different 
makes 
before you m ake your purchase.

Even when fellow Jews chided 
Peter for receiving Gentiles into 
his house and eating with them, 
they "glorified God" when they 
heard the story of that vision 
and understood that by God's 
grace even Gentiles become 
brothers in Christ (read Acts 
11:1-18). Meantime, forget it 
not, 
unclean 
foods are still 
unclean until the end of time 
(Rev. 18:2)

Q. My family likes desserts 
and I feel concerned because the 
things they ask for most often 
are rich, fattening foods like 
cake and pie. Am I correct in 
thinking that desserts of this 
kind are unhealthful? 
A. There are good reasons for 
feeling that rich desserts are 
unhealthful. Besides providing a 
lot of sugar and fat that we 
otherwise wouldn’t eat they 
usually 
do 
not 
contribute 
significant 
amounts 
at 
im­ 
portant vitamins and minerals. 
Probably their most damaging 
feature, however, is the extra 
calories they add to meals which 
can be transformed into body 
fat. 
Many dessert foods belong in 
the sam e class as candy, soft 
drinks and alcoholic beverages 
from the standpoint of adding 
“ empty calories’’ to diets. All of 
these things have strong taste 
appeal to many people and 
therefore can be consumed after 
hunger 
feelings 
have 
been 
satisfied. 
For example, 
a nutritious 
meal of green salad, lean m eat, 
cooked vegetable, whole wheat 
bread and milk could readily 
provide one third or more of the 
energy and essential nutrients 
needed for a day. If a generous 
serving of rich cake or pie were 
added to the meal, an excess of 
300 calorie or m ore could easily 
be 
consumed. 
A 
continuous 
intake of this amount of un­ 
needed energy each day for a 
month could be expected to 
result in 2 ‘2 lbs. of new body fat, 
which in a year could ac­ 
cum ulate to about 30 lbs. of 
excess weight. 
A good argument can be made 
for completely omitting rich 
desserts from the diet. If your 
family has the dessert habit, 
serving sm all portions will help 
remove some of its negative 
influence. 
The food value of desserts 
depend on the things they are 
made of. Milk, nuts, raisins and 
other fruits will add nutrients to 
desse-*- Sometimes less fat and 


sugar can be used than is called 
for. 
Angelfood 
cake, 
which 
contains protein-rich whites of 
eggs as a major ingredient, is 
higher in protein and lower in fat 
and calories than other popular 
kinds of cake. As one might 
expect, 
adding 
frosting 
or 
whipped topping can greatly 
increase aalories (by 50 percent, 
in some cases). 
Q. Is candy a better choice to 
"top off” a meal than a rich 
dessert) 
A. No, since candy is usually 
more concentrated in energy 
than 
desserts, 
and 
usually 
contains little else of food value, 
while desserts can be quite 
nutritious. Fresh fruit is a good 
choice for a meal finale since 
fruits are sources of needed 
vitamins, minerals and health­ 
ful fiber. 
In addition, 
they 
ususally are very low in fat and 
tend to be low in energy value. 
Fresh straw berries are in 
season and are an example of a 
healthful, low calorie fruit. A 
full cup of berries contains only 
55 Calories and supplies about 
double the adult requirement for 
vitamin 
C 
(90 
milligrams). 
Other healthful fruits that will 
be in good supply as the summer 
progresses 
include 
peaches, 
blueberries, 
apricots, 
plums, 
melons, etc. 
Sugar should be added to fruit 
sparingly since one tablespoon 
contains 46 Calories. Since we 
acquire 
a 
preferen ce 
for 
sweetness as a m atter of habit, 
most people find they can adjust 
to less sugar in fdods in a 
relatively short time. 
Cheese or ice cream go well 
with fresh fruit, and no sugar 
should be needed. Note that ice 
cream is quite rich in energy (a 
cup contains 250 Calories). 
Mixing different kinds of fruit 
creates interesting flavors, and 
usually 
m akes 
sw eetening 
unnecessary. 
S traw b erries, 
oranges and bananas make a 
good combination. A little ex­ 
perimenting 
should 
provide 
other tasteful mixtures. Two 
USDA bulletins are available 
with recipes 
and 
ideas 
for 
family meals, one on fruit (MP 
399) and the other on vegetables 
(MP 427). Contact your local 
University Extension Center, or 
write to the address above for a 
copy of each.

But there are re­ 
strictions attached to moat of 
the bargains, so it pays to know 
exactly what you want and 
when you want it 
The btggeat boom has come 
in charter flights, with some in­ 
dustry sources estimating that 
SO par cent of all trans-Atlantic 
travel this year will be on char­ 
t s flights. Ten years ago, only 
8 per cent of the flights were 
charters. 
Lower prices also are avail­ 
able on regularly scheduled 
flights under excursion piam 
involving limits on the amount 
of time you spend at your desti­ 
nation and, in some cases, re­ 
quiring payment weU in ad­ 
vance.

PORTAGEVILLE - Most of 
our crops in the Bootheel are 
fairly clean but with an ex­ 
tended period of showers this 
situation could change. 
We usually have problems 
with cocklebur, velvetlead (wild 
cotton) 
and other broadleaf 
weeds from now to harvest. 
We have several herbicides 
that 
we 
suggest 
as 
postemergence treatments for 
soybeans. 


Dinoseb (dinitro) can be used 
as an early treatment after the 
weeds emerge but before the 
soybeans have passed the 
cotyledon stage, that is before 
the first leaves open exposing 
the terminal bud. This treat­ 
ment requires exact timing and 
even emergence of soybeans 
and weeds. Cocklebur, velvet 
leaf, 
morningglory, 
sm all 
pigweed, small seedling grasses 
and other weeds that emerge 
just before or with the crop can 
be controlled with this treat­ 
ment.

A major 
weed control problem in the 
area results from the fact that 
farmers are so busy about this 
time of year that herbicides are 
often applied later than they 
whould be for best results. 


Consequently, weeds get off to 
a good start and are much more 
difficult to control. Crop yields 
are reduced by weed com­ 
petition, and crops are often 
damaged in the process of 
controlling the weeds which 
increase yield losses tremen­ 
dously. 
The importance of early- 
season weed control is shown by 
results of soybean weed control 
research conducted in Arkansas 


during recent years. In research 
trials in which cocklebur in­ 
festations were involved, no 
yield loss was suffered where 
cockleburs 
were 
controlled 
within four weeks after the 
beams came up. After this time, 
yield 
reductions 
increased 
rapidly until the beans were 12 
weeks old, reaching maximum 
yield loss at this stage.

COLUMBIA - One of the 
nation’s top authorites on 
agricultural banking outlined 
some of the trends and problems 
of farm credit before 33 bankers 
attending the Advanced School 
of Agricultural Banking meeting 
May 22-27 at the University of 
Missouri- Columbia. 
Leslie Peterson, chairman of 
the 
agricultural 
banking 
division 
of 
the 
American 
Bankers Ass., said the flow of 
capital supplied by banks and 
other sources has and will 
continue to have more impact on 
agriculture 
than 
other 
im­ 
portant influences. These other 
influences on agriculture in­ 
clude government, farm labor 
unions, 
consum er 
groups, 
foreign investors and the growth 
of enrollment in colleges of 
agriculture. 
And banks are a vital part of 
the agriculture credit situation, 
he said. 
“Banks are actually holding 


their own at a little over one half 
of the farm operating credit 
extended 
in 
this 
country," 
Peterson said. The banks’ share 
of farm credit outlays is 
growing, he added, with other 
sources of credit being the 
Production Credit Associations, 
commercial credit corporations 
and 
the 
farm ers 
Home 
Administration. Peterson is also 
president of the Farmers State 
Bank in Trimont, Minn. 
Outlining current problems in 
farm 
credit, 
Peterson said, 
"We’re seeing loan repayment 
ability 
declining." 
More 
bankers are reporting that, 
while the money supply is good, 
"they have borrowers in trouble 
and can't extend more credit. ’’ 
Peterson pointed to a U.S. 
D epartm ent of Agriculture 
survey in a nine-state drouth 
area in the Midwest, with up to 
18 per cent erf farmers having 
problems paying back loans. 
( Missouri was not a part of the 
study.) 
This problem is one of the 
reasons that the Carter ad­ 
ministration has improved price 
support 
proposals, 
Peterson 
said.

little complacent," he said. 
While real estate value may be 
high on rural property, "we 
haven’t looked hard enough at 
repayment capacity. 
"We find lenders willing to 
place more debt on land than 
that 
land 
has 
productive 
capability to service,” Peterson 
said. 
Another 
possible 
problem 
arises from the fact that the 
agricultural area as a healthy 
field for investment is attracting 
big banks and life insurance 
companies not traditionally in 
the field. 
"However, many of these 
( new lenders) don’t understand 
agriculture and they don’t un­ 
derstand the perpetual credit 
needs in agriculture." 
He referred to the cattle 
business in the depressed year 
of 1975 when many new in­ 
vestors not used to agriculture 
got out because they had been 
“burned.” 
"We can’t have lenders who 
are going to get in and out of this 
(on a short term basis) if we're 
going to look for any any 
stability or growth.” 
Noting that most banks that 
extend farm credit are small, 
with 
individualized 
relations 
with farmers, and that these 
banks 
are 
“the 
short-term 
lenders and down-payment 
lenders,” Peterson listed some 
questions that farm lenders and 
borrowers should ask them­ 
selves in loan decisions: 
-"Have you exhausted the 
entire profit potential in the 
current operation?” Existing 
assets should be used to the 
maximum before any additional 
investments are made. 
-" D o

plead for 
Endrin 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Ex­ 
perts on insect pests which de­ 
stroy small grain crops pleaded 
that 
the use of the pesti­ 
cide endrin not be prohibited 
when there are infestations of 
army 
cutworms 
and cater­ 
pillars known as pale western 
cutworms. 
"The risk of not having en­ 
drin is too great, particularly 
when it is needed to fight the 
pale western cutworm," said 
Phillip H. Marvin, an entomolo­ 
gist and private crop consultant 
at Lincoln, Neb. 
"It must be available to 
farmers. A large infestation 
could be the final straw in forc­ 
ing farmers into bankruptcy 
after drought conditions,” he 
said. 
Marvin was a witness at a 
hearing before a panel from the 
federal Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency. Its members are 
seeking information on how the 
pesticide can be used without 
damaging fish, wildlife and hu­ 
mans. Laboratory tests have 
shown that it can cause cancer 
in rats even in small doses. 
The 
EPA’s move to put 
heavy restrictions on the use of 
endrin or ban it entirely was 
triggered by extensive fish kills 
when it was used in 1976 in 
south-central Kansas and ad­ 
joining Oklahoma. 
A member of the hearing 
panel from Washington, D.C., 
Kyle Barbehenn, opened the 
hearing with an assurance that 
the EPA has not already deter­ 
mined 
that endrin will 
be 
banned. 
“If the risks can be reduced, 
the balance between risks and 
benefits may be altered and it 
can be used.,” he said. “Hope­ 
fully, we can find some middle 
ground." 
Dr. Wayne Berndt, an exten­ 
sion specialist for South Dakota 
State 
University, 
said 
that 
state’s small grain farm «« 
particularly need endrin be­ 
cause It is the only pesticide 
which is effective against cut­ 
worms and caterpillars in the 
cool months when thev usually 
appear. 


complex operations, and far­

It 
should be applied when soybean 
plants are in the cotyledon ( seed 
leaf) stage but before the first 
true leaves open to expose the 
terminal bud o f the soybean 
plant. 
Dinoseb is a contact killer; 
therefore, it will only control 
those weeds that are up at the 
time of application 
Bentagon (Basagran), applied 
as 
a 
topical 
(over-the-top) 
treatment is effective in con­ 
trolling cocklebur and other 
annual 
broadleaf weeds 
in­ 
cluding ragweed, smartweed, 
and velvetleaf with little or no 
damage to soybean plants. 
It is most effective on very 
small weeds (two to three-leaf 
stage) 
that 
are 
actively 
growing. 
Considerably 
less 
herbicide is needed for good 
control at this stage which 
reduces the cost considerably in 
comparison to the cost of later 
treatments. 
The effective use of these 
early 
treatments 
results 
in 
early- 
season weed 
control 
before weeds have had a chance 
to 
reduce 
bean 
yields 
significantly. 
In addition, 
it 
creates a size differential bet­ 
ween soybean plants and later- 
season weeds so that weeds can 
be effectively controlled with 
directed herbicide applications. 
Consequently, 
later- 
season 
weeds can be controlled with 


much less damage to soybean 
plants andyields as compared to 
late- season topical herbicide 
treatments. 
Now as far as cotton is con­ 
cerned, 
two 
herbicides 
are 
recommended for early topical 
(over-the-top) 
postemergence 
application when weeds are as 
tall as the cotton. Flometuron 
(Cotoran or Lanex) plus a 
surfactant gives fair control of a 
number 
of 
grasses 
and 
broadleaved weeds. For best 
results, it should be applied 
after cotton is three inches tall 
and preferably before weeds are 
14 inches tall. 
DSMA 
plus 
a surfactant, 
applied within 10 days after 
cotton comes up and when 
weeds are less than two inches 
tall will give fair to good control 
of most grasses broadleaved 
weeds. Now, if the weeds are not 
as tall as the cotton, directing 
the spray from the side of the 
row will help to insure best weed 
control results with less damage 
to the cotton. 
For com and grain sorghum, 
Atrazine applied as an early, 
postemergence treatment will 
result in good control of most 
broadleaved weeds and fair 
control of grasses. For best 
results, it should be applied 
when weeds are not more than 
1 »a inches tall. If weeds are up at 
the time of application, a crop 
oil that is designated for use 
with Atrazine should be added to

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Feed wheat, 
save $3 a hog 


COLUMBIA — Hog producers 
should be able to save about $3 
per hog this year by feeding 
wheat or a wheat- corn mix 
totheir animals, according to 
John Rea and Myron Bennett, 
extension specialists 
at the 
University 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia. 
“An unusual price relation­ 
ship between corn and wheat is 
expected 
during 
the wheat 
harvest," says Bennett, state 
extension economist. “The price 
of wheat may be 10 or 15 cents 
below corn. Wheat with garlic or 
other foreign matter causing 
discounts will be much lower." 
“Subsituting wheat for corn 
without reducing the rate of gain 
potentially reduces feed costs. 
That increases net income,” 
says 
Rea, 
extension 
swine 
specialist. 
The UMC specialists say now 
is the time for farmers to 
prepare for this advantage. 
“Take for instance a grower 
ration (for young pigs),” Rea 
says. “At current prices, an all- 
corn ration will cost about $6.10 
per hundredweight. Corn with 
about 40 pAer cent wheat will 
bring that down to $5.60 per 
hundredweight. 
An all-wheat 
ration will run about $5.08," Rea 
says. 
There’s about a 50 cents dif­ 
ference 
per 
hundredweight 
between all-corn and the corn- 
wheat mix, and between the 
corn-wheat mix and the all­ 
wheat ration both in developer 
and 
finisher 
rations, 
also. 
safe-t 
vuea 
CLEAR ACRYLIC SHEET 
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(Developer rations are for hop 
of 
intermediate 
weights; 
finisher is the ration used prim' 
to marketing.) 
“Now, let’s assume the all­ 
corn and corn-wheat rations 
both have a feed conversion of 
3.5 pounds of feed to produce a 
pound of pork. So, by feeding die 
corn-wheat ration, a farmer can 
save about $1.75 per hundred 
pounds gained. Assuming a hog 
gains about 180 pounds from 
weaning to market weight, that 
means about a savings of $3.15 
per hog with a corn-wheat mix," 
Rea says. 
Rea says his figures assume 
the feed conversion mi the all­ 
wheat ration is about 4 pounds 
of feed to a pound of gained 
weight on a pig. “The all-wheat 
diet is cheaper, but it may take 
more feed per pound of gain. 
“We figure it costs about 
$34.65 to put 180 pounds on a hog 
with 
an 
all-corn 
ration." 
(Conversion of 3.5 times 54 
cents a pound average feed coats 
times 180 pounds of gain.) “On 
the other hand, 'the coat of* 
feeding an all-wheat ration is 
about $31.68.’’ (Conversion of 4 
times 4.4 cents average feed 
costs times 180 pounds.) 
“That’s a savings of $2.97.” 
“Whichever way he goes - all 
wheat or corn-wheat - a 
producer with 1000 hogs can 
save about $3000, ” Bennett says. 
If a farmer wishes to use 
wheat as some or all of a hog 
feed, he should check a few 
things first. 
-Decide which route to go - 
all wheat as the grain in the 
ration or about half wheat and 
corn, both at about 40 per cent of 
the total ration. 
“Wheat 
finely 
ground 
becomes pasty in the hog’s 
mouth and they don’t like it as 
well as corn. For this reason, 
wheat should be coarsely 
ground. Hogs occasionally go off 
feed when fed the finely ground 
wheat rations. 
“However, research data has 
shown good performance with 
either a corn-wheat mixture or 
an all-wheat ration,” Rea says. 
-Check with area Extension 
livestock or farm management 
specialists to find out specific 
percentages of grain and ad­ 
ditives used in the rations 
computed by Rea and bennett. 
“Also, we are available to 
formulate rations for both swine 
and beef cattle," says Bennett. 
The cost to formulate five swine 
rations or four beef rations is

FANTASTIC WEIGHT CONTROL 
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INCHES TRIMMED OFF 
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Answers 
to pension 
questions 


ST. LOUIS- Millions of 
Americans not already covered 
by pension or profit-sharing 
plans where they work may be 
able to contribute tax-deductible 
dollars toward their retirement 
as a result of the Pension 
Reform Act of 1974. Here are 
some of die more commonly 
asked questions, with answers, 
about the provisions of the law. 
Q: I’m a construction worker 
who’s had a dozen different jobs 
in the last ten years. Is it true 
that now I can set up some kind 
of retirement plan for myself? 
A: If you haven’t been an 
active participant during your 
tax year in a pension or 
retirement program where you 
work, 
you 
can 
start 
an 
In d iv id u a l 
R etirem en t 
Arrangement 
(IRA). 
That 
means you can set aside 15 
percent of your pay, to a 
maximum of $1,500 a year, in an 
account which is specifically 
designed for your retirement 
years. You don’t pay income tax 
on the money or on the interest it 
earns until you start with­ 
drawing it, at age 594 or later, 
or should you become disabled. 
Q: I pay Social Security tax. 
Does that mean I can’t start an 
IRA? 
A: No. Social Security was 
never intended to be retirement 
pay, 
only 
to 
supplement 
whatever type of pension a 
retiree received. Neither Social 
Security 
nor 
Railroad 
Retirement coverage makes a 
person ineligible for an IRA. 
Q : What are the advantages of 
an IRA? 
A: (1) annual contributions to 
an IRA are deductible from 
gross income, even if a taxpayer 
does not itemize deductions; 
(2) 
interest, 
dividends 
or 
capital gains earned on the IRA 
contributions are not taxable as 
they accumulate; and 
(3) tax is due only after funds 
are withdrawn from an account. 
This normally happens after the 
individual is retired or disabled 
and is, therefore, in a lower tax 
bracket. 
Q: Suppose I have a bad year 
financially. Is there any penalty 
for skipping a year’s deposit? 
A: No. Within the permissible 
limits, you can deposit as little 
or as much as you can afford. 
Also, timing of the deposits is 
not regulated, so you can make 
your payments periodically or in 
a lump sum. 
Q: Other than the maximum 
contribution allowed, are there 
any restrictions on the ac­ 
count? 
A: Yes. Withdrawals made 
before the owner is disabled or 
reaches age 594 are considered 
taxable income and subject to 
an additional 10 percent penalty. 
Deposits which exceed the limit 
in any given year are subject to 
a non-deductible 6 percent ex­ 
cise tax each year. And finally, 
withdrawals must begin by the 
year the owner of the account 
reaches age 704. 
Q: I’m thinking of setting up 
an IRA for myself. Can I make it 
a joint account with my wife if 
she doesn't work for a living? 
A: Yes, you can start an IRA 
for her as well as yourself. The 
details on this are the same as 
for an employee, except that the 
maximum annual contribution 
is the lesser of 15 percent of your 
income or $1,750. 
Q: Do I come to the 1RS to 
start an Individual Retirement 
Arrangement? 
A : No. To set up your IRA you 
should contact a bank, savings 
and loan or federally-insured 
credit union. In addition, many 
brokerage firms and insurance 
companies can get you started. 
The 1RS has prepared a free 
booklet. Publication 590, “Tax 
Information 
on 
Individual 
Retirement Savings Programs” 
which can be obtained from 
most local 1RS offices and 
contains details on all types of 
individual retirement savings 
programs.

Rising wages have helped off­ 
set many of the boosts in food 
costs over the last two decades, 
but consumers have lost ground 
since 1970. 
Figures from the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics show that it 
takes the average production 
worker less time today than it 
did in 1965 to earn the money 
needed to buy two dozen basic 
food items. It takes him or her 
longer than it did in 1970, how­ 
ever. 
U.S. consumers remain bettor 
off than their European count­ 
erparts. Although exact com­ 
parisons are impossible be­ 
cause 
of 
different 
buying 
habits, tastes and statistics, a 
spot check indicates the food 
share of the family budget is 
considerably less in the United 
States than abroad. 
To measure the cost of food 
for Americans in terms of time 
as well as money, the Associ­ 
ated Press checked average re­ 
tail prices, according to the Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics, for 24 
items in 1965, 1970 and Febru­ 
ary 1977. Using average hourly 
wages, including overtime, the 
AP calculated how long it 
would take for the nonfarm, 
nonsupervisory 
production 
worker to earn the money 
needed to buy the items. 
In 1965, the worker would 
have had to spend 275 minutes 
— just over 44 hours — to pur­ 
chase all 24 items. In 1970, he 
or she would have had to spend 
231 minutes — just under four 
hours. Today, it takes 258 min­ 
utes — a little more than 44 
hours. 
The retail prices of the 24 
items went up 89 per cent from 
1965 to 1977; the amount of 
time needed to earn the money 
went down six per cent. From 
1970 to 1977, the prices went up 
64 per cent; the time wait up 
only 12 per cent. 
Looking at some specifics, 
the figures show that a pound 
of hamburger cost an average 
of 53 cents in 1965. The average 


production worker had to spend 
13 minutes to earn that much 
money. 
In 1970, the same hamburger 
cost 67 cents, but the worker 
needed only 12 minutes to earn 
the money. In 1977, the cost 
was 85 cents, the time was 10 
minutes. 
A one-pound loaf of white 
bread cost 21 cents and five 
minutes in 1965, 25 cents and 
four minutes in 1970 and 35 
cents and four minutes in 1977. 
The loss of ground in the 
1970s is demonstrated by what 
has happened to the price of 
such items as canned tuna and 
eggs. It took the average work­ 
er eight minutes to earn the 
price of a 64-ounce can of the 
fish in 1965 and seven minutes 
in 1970. By 1977, the time 
needed was back up to eight 
minutes. 
The time needed to “buy” a 
dozen, 
large, Grade-A eggs 
went from 13 minutes in 1965 to 
11 minutes in 1970 and back up 
to 12 minutes in 1977. 
Of the 24 items used in the 
comparison, 16 “cost” less time 
in 1977 , than they did in 1965. 
Only four items — round steak, 
chuck roast, hamburger and or­ 
anges — cost less in 1977 than 
they did at the start of the dec­ 
ade. 
Even with the increases, the 
consumer is better off in the 
United States than elsewhere. 
The Sunday Times of London 
reported late last year on the 
amount of time it took an aver­ 
age industrial worker to earn 
enough money to buy 10 items. 
Six of the foods coincided with 
items on the Bureau of Statis­ 
tics list and in every case, the 
U.S. worker needed less time to 
earn the price of the product. 
Other indications about the 
position of Americans in rela­ 
tion to consumers elsewhere 
are available in figures show­ 
ing what proportion of income 
and spending goes for food. 
(Note: food takes a bigger per­ 
centage of spending than it 
does of income, because the

It besed this claim «1 an 
exhaustive 10 day study during 
which six European brown rats 
had their cages placed directly 
in front of a TV receiver that 
operated 24 hours a day. By the 
end of the test period, three of 
the rats had become chronically 
aggressive, two had taken to 
walking on their hind legs, and 
the sixth just lay in a corner of 
the cage with his paws covering 
his eyes. 
Scientists and health officials 
from other states have tried to 
discredit the New Jersey fin­ 
dings, but their attitudes are 
obviously 
motivated 
by 
professional jealousy. How else 
can you regard attacks such as 
“the sample size was too 
small," “European rats don't 
u n d erstan d 
American 
television,” or "it was a 
scientifically 
unbalanced 
sample; they should have had 
some black rats and some white 
rats as well.’’ 
These opposing views not­ 
withstanding, 
the 
Federal 
Government is expected to take 
action any day now. Informed 
sources say that this will take 
the form of a complete ban on 
the sale of television sets, except 
for those people who have a 
doctor's prescription. Rumors 
persist, 
however, 
that 
the 
Government will instead make 
it illegal for anyone to watch 
television while sitting in a cage. 
Regardless of the specifics, 
any Government action will 
have a decided effect not only on 
the television industry, but also 
on the hundreds of compoent 
manufacturers who serve it. 
As if all this sin’t enough, our 
sources tell us that the New 
Jersey Department of Health is 
considering using its rats to look 
into the safety aspects of 
microprocessors, LED displays, 
and flat-flexible cable.

BUREAUCRACY 
There is no doubt that President Carter’s repeated 
campaign promises to reduce and reshape “the horrible, 
bloated bureaucracy” of government struck a respon­ 
sive chord in a public weary of supporting such a burden. 
Ture to his promises, the President has now obtained 
legislation enabling him to carry out what he himself 
concedes was his most consistent campaign theme. The 
reorganization bill gives him broad powers to reform the 
federal bureaucracy • a hodgepodge of some 1,900 
agencies employing more than two million civilians. 
It remains now to see how well and faithfully the new 
administration delivers on its promise. There is nothing 
easy about bringing under control a huge and entrenched 
bureaucracy. 
Indeed, based on administration performance to date 
one must counsel a healthy skepticism. Campaigner 
Carter promised, for example, that President Carter 
would cut the White. House staff by 30 per cent. Instead 
the White House staff has grown by 30 per cent since he 
took office. 
In fairness, there are certain structural impediments 
that make it very difficult to end waste and promote 
efficiency in government. The bureaucrat whose fief is 
threatened knows wiles that would make Svengali 
himself writhe in envy. 
Moreover, many offices that should be dismantled are 
protected by specific acts of Congress. For example, 
there are 1,175 advisory boards and committees that 
cling to the government like limpets, and Carter quite 
properly ordered them weeded out. 
TO his dismay, however, he discovered that of this 
number only 16 could be dissolved simply by presidential 
edict. The rest, established by Congress, will endure until 
and unless Congress goes through the tedious business of 
snuffing them out one by one. 
We have doublts, as we say, but nothing would please 
us more than to see the White House deliver on the 
statement it uttered when the reorganization bill was 
signed: “The average citizen...can anticipate that the 
efficiency and quality of government service will be 
improved.”

WHAT DID FROST 
KNOW-ANDWHEN? 


WASHINGTON- Something 
happened the other night when I 
was watching the fourth David 
Frost-Richard Nixon interview, 
which a friend of mine calls the 
“Rich Man, Poor Man and Now 
Richer Man” series. 
I 
found 
myself 
more 
in­ 
terested 
in 
watching David 
Frost than I did Nixon. There is 
something 
compelling 
about 
Frost’s personality that Nixon 
lacks. Perhaps it’s his forthright 
manner, 
or 
maybe it’s his 
striped shirt, but every time he 
asked a question I sat up in my 
chair and when Nixon answered 
it I dozed off to sleep. 
After watching Frost for four 
programs 
I 
started to ask 
myself, “When did Frost know 
about Watergate, and how much 
did he know?” We have been 
told that Frost taped 28 hours 
with Nixon. We have only seen 
six of them. What happened to 
the other tapes? Is there a 
coverup going on? Doesn’t the 
public have the right to know 
everything that went on during 
those tedious sessions in San 
Clemente? 
Were there any gaps in the TV 
tape because of poor lighting or 
planes flying overhead? Did 
Frost 
obstruct 
Nixon from 
answering a question about his 
crimes? And what about Frost’s 
tax returns? Will he pay income 
taxes in the United States or will 
the money be shipped out of the 
country? 
Can Frost be impeached'by 
the Alpo Dog food company for 
forcing Nixon to admit the 
President is above the law? Can 
he be made to resign'as a TV 
interviewer for failing to ask 
why Nixon didn’t burn the 
tapes? 
And will Frost receive a 
pardon from President Carter 
after putting us through the long 
nightmare of Watergate once 
again? 
The only way these questions 
can be answered is by setting up 
a Special Prosecutor’s Office to 
find out what Frost’s real role 
was in all this. I would suggest 
some respected lawyer such as 


Archibald Cox to head the in­ 
vestigation. 
I think all the TV tapes should 
be subpoenaed, and if any crime 
has 
been 
committed 
the 
evidence should be turned over 
to die grand jury. 
I am not accusing David Frost 
of any wrongdoing. But the 
country has to know all the facts 
if we are ever to get to the 
bottom of the Nixon affair. 
Six hours of television is not 
enough to tell us all the things 
we wanted to know, not only 
about 
W atergate 
but 
also 
Kissinger’s relations with the 
foliner President. We know that 
Nixon and Kissinger prayed 
together in Lincoln’s sitting 
room. What we don’t know is 
what they were praying for. Was 
Nixon praying for Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman? Was Kissinger 
praying that Ford would keep 
him on? This was a crucial 
period in America's history. We 
have to assume that whatever 
Nixon prayed for, his prayers 
weren’t answered. But we can’t 
be sure of Kissinger. Did he 
make a secret deal with the 
powers that be which we still 
don't know about? Was Frost 
privy to what was said in those 
prayers? 
And did Frost and Nixon pray 
together after they finished their 
interviews? And was this taped?

J. Edgar Still Haunts Capital

WASHINGTON - The ghost 
of J. Edgar Hoover, whose 
bulldog visage became a na­ 
tional symbol of the fight 
against public enemies, still 
haunts Washington. He not only 
l a s t e d on top of the 
bureaucracy longer than any 
other American, but he was 
also perhaps the most powerful 
and feared public official in the 
history of the republic. 
Beginning with a colleciton 
of misfits, he transformed the 
FBI into the world’s most for­ 
midable law enforcement 
agency. He set such high stan­ 
dards that his agents became 
folk heroes 
Yet Hoover was an incurable 
curmudgeon, conservative in 
his ways and narrow in his out­ 
look. who fiercely believed the 
words “My country, right or 
wrong.” In dissent, he saw sedi­ 
tion. The cry of black power, by 
his lights, smacked of rebellion. 
The argument of conscience 
against the Vietnam War, as he 
saw it, bordered on outright 
treason. 
He used his enormous power 
as director of the FBI to uphold 
his viewpoints. He indoctri­ 
nated his agents until they, too, 
saw no wrong in committing 
“patriotic” crimes. 
Now John J. Kearney, a 
crack, conscientious agent has 
been indicted for violating the 
law in the line of duty. He 
headed a covert-operations 


squad in New York City 
Agonizing pressure was 
brought upon Attorney General 
Griffin Bell to drop the charges 
against Kearney. The shock 
waves have shaken FBI 
morale down to the roots, Bell 
was warned. But he told subor­ 
dinates that FBI agents must 
live by the law they have 
sworn to uphold. Agents who 
break the law, he declared, 
should be prosecuted. 
He not only approved 
Kearney’s indictment but may 
seek the indictment of 
Kearney’s superior, J. Wallace 
LaPrade. Bell told associates 
that LaPrade has been 
“stonewalling.” The attorney 
general indicated that he 
would convene another grand 
jury and give LaPrade the op­ 
portunity to clear the record. 
Otherwise, Bell indicated he 
would ask for LaPrade's in­ 
dictment 
The late J. Edgar Hoover 
has given his name to the new 
FBI headquarters, a huge 
structure across the street from 
the Justice Department. It is an 
appropriate monument to his 
memory. Its bulk overwhelms 
the parent agency much as he 
overwhelmed the attorney 
general, who was supposed to 
be his superior. 
But Griffin Bell does not in­ 
tend to let the FBI again 
become the tail that wags 
Washington.

Gas Pains: It looks as if the 
great oil pipeline across Alaska 
will be surpassed by a gas 
pipeline across Canada, with 
all the cost overruns, produc­ 
tion delays and environm ental 
problem s that have m ade the 
Alaskan pipeline so controver­ 
sial. 
The F ederal Pow er Com m is­ 
sion has recom m ended that a 
C anadian pipeline be built to 
earn- natural gas from the 
north slopes of Alaska to the 
lower 48 states. This should 
greatly increase the am ount of 
gas available to A m erican con­ 
sumers. 
But buried in the files of the 
E n v iro n m e n ta l P ro te c tio n 
Agency is a startling, confiden­ 
tial report that the $7 billion 
pipeline will cost the A m erican 
taxpayers hundreds of millions 
of dollars m ore than necessary. 
T h ree larg e energy co n ­ 
g lo m e ra te s -- A rc tic G as. 
Alcan and EH Paso -- have pro­ 
duced rival plans for its con­ 
struction. But the confidential 
feasibility study w arns that it is 
“highly probable none of the 
three proposed systems would 
be able to m eet its proposed 
schedule" and that all three 
proposals would “prohably ex­ 
perience a certain am ount of 
cost overruns." 
The analysis goes on to w arn 
that A rctic's Canadian pipeline 
m ay not w ork at all under any 
circu m stan ces. The id ea of 
building th e pipeline u n d er 
harsh w inter conditions, w ith 
tem peratures often dropping to 
50 degrees below zero, “would 
prove basically im practicable 
and would require extensive 
revisions or project abandon­ 
m ent," the study declares. 
President Carter must 
decide which, if any, of the 
three plans will be imple­ 
mented. Whatever his decision, 
it probably will wind up cost­ 
ing the taxpayers billions. 
Footnote: The feasibility 


study w as prepared at a cost of 
$120,000 by R esearch Planning 
Associates. The three firm s 
th at w an t to construct the 
pipeline have subm itted their 
critical comm ents. Then a final 
version will be presented to the 
president. It is expected to 
have “considerable influence" 
upon the president, a spokes­ 
m an said. 
N u c l a a r N i g h t m a r e : 
N u c le a r p o w er h a s b een 
ballyhooed as a cheap form of 
energy, which could replace oil 
and solve the energy crisis. Yet 
there is dism aying evidence 
that nuclear power is actually 
running up utility bills and ag­ 
gravating unemployment. 
T h e sto ry is to ld 
in a 
forthcom ing book, “N u clear 
Pow er The Bargain We Can’t 
Afford," by the Washington- 
based Environm ental Action 
Foundation. We have obtained 
the raw galley proofs. H ere are 
a few of the highlights 
— The book alleges that 
nuclear power plants have had 
average cost overruns of 100 
per c e n t In most instances, un­ 
safe designs and equipm ent 
had to be corrected at a cost 
that w as passed along to the 
utility customers. 
— The nuclear industry has 
claim ed its exhorbitant capital 
costs a re offset by the low cost 
of radioactive uranium . But 
the truth, according to the 
book, is that uranium supplies 
are dw indling dangerously. Al­ 
ready, the price has shot up 
from $7 to $42 per pound. It 
could reach $250 a pound by 
1985, the book warns. 
— Because of soaring prices. 
Westinghouse Electric, the n a ­ 
tion’s largest builder of nuclear 
plants, abruptly canceled all of 
its u ran iu m co n tracts. T his 
leaves 27 utilities w ith no 
guarantee of future supplies.

of Redwood National Park are 
not just somebody’s idea of a 
spring lark. They are serious 
efforts undertaken by people 
who have a personal stake in the 
continued cutting of the trees, 
the message that Represen­ 
tative Donald Clausen said was 
being sent — “that we are going 
to fight to keep our jobs” — 
came through loud and clear. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Clausen 
and the people for whom he 
spoke, 
th ere 
a re 
a 
good 
many others in 
the 
country 
prepared to fight to keep the 
trees. 
We count ourselves 
among them. There are few 
things on earth as magnificent 
as those giant redwoods, and the 
policy of the government ought 
to be to preserve as many, not as 
few, of them as it can. Redwood 
National Park should be ex­ 
panded. And this should be done 
not 
merely 
to 
protect 
the 
watershed of the existing park, 
as some have suggested, but 
also to protect additional trees. 
The question is not one of saving 
just a few thousand acres of 
redwoods 
so 
that 
future 
generations can know what they 
look like, but rather of saving a 
part of our national heritage 
Of course, such thoughts are 
no comfort to people who face 
the loss of their jobs or a 
decrease in their business if the 
cutting of these trees is ended in 
another large section of nor­ 
thern California.

Porter, a University of Mis­ 
souri graduate, told the com­ 
mittee tliat he did not reveal 
the exact amount of money he 
had received for the logs he cut 
from Weldon Spring at an ear­ 
lier hearing because he didn’t 
want the public to know how 
much money he made in the 
venture. 
“The public didn’t have to 
know how much I received,” 
Porter said. “I feel justified in 
what I paid and I feel justified 
in what I received.” 
Porter, who cut almost 800 
walnut and white oak trees 


which were later sold to buyers 
in West Germany and Japan, 
said he was taught in school 
"to buy my inputs as low as 
possible and to sell my outputs 
as high as possible." 
Porter siad he thought he 
made a good profit. ‘ Better 
than I ever expected,” he said. 
L’Hote, assistant director of 
the university’s agricultural ex­ 
periment station, said he did 
not check with anyone on the 
fairness of the price offered by 
Porter for the trees. Porter had 
first contacted L’Hote about 
cutting trees at the Weldon 
Spring area in 1973 while he 
was still a student on the Co­ 
lumbia campus. 
Porter later was asked by 


L’Hote if he wanted to harvest 
more timber from the 8,000- 
acre tract of land and he sub­ 
mitted the prices he was will­ 
ing to pay for the trees. 
L’Hote testified that he asked 
Porter if the bids he gave rep­ 
resented a fair market price 
for the timber. Porter told him 
they did and L’Hote never 
questioned 
P o rter’s prices 
again. 
“ I felt like any of our stu­ 
dents are reputable people,” 
L’Hote said. L’Hote said he did 
not know what Porter had been 
receiving for the trees he had 
cut. “I thought he would give a 
fair price,” he said. 
Porter defended not telling 
the committee at an earlier

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hearing on the timber sale how 
much money he had received 
for the trees. Although a report 
by State Auditor Thomas Keyes 
indicated Porter received al­ 
most $189,000 for the trees, he 
told the committee he had only 
received $86,000. 
"I didn’t feel like I was ly­ 
ing.” Porter said. He under­ 
played the amount he received 
for the timber, he said, to save 
himself from embarrassment in 
the community. 
The House earlier this week 
approved a bill requiring the 
university to obtain legislative 
approval for all large land 
sales. The Senate has already 
approved the measure but they 
must okay an amendment tack­ 


ed on to the bill by the House. 
That proposal would require 
the university to obtain bids on 
any mineral, timber or natural 
resources valued at more than 
$500.

The Director of Public Safety, Ken 
Francis, was most cooperative, and eager to 
speak with me for the final series 


For the last three weeks, I have been 
devoting the stories in this magazine to the drug 
scene in Sikeston. 
I have also written two 
editorials concerning the massage parlors and 
pornographic material for sale in town. 
For this final article, I have decided to bring 
them together into one, all-encompassing article. 
After all, there is some basis of relationship 
between the two, they are but one layer apart in 
the structure of society. 
The sex oriented 
business crosses and re-crosses the sometimes 
indistinct line of legality, the drug business is 
generally illegal. 
It is interesting however, that even in the 
drug business, there is that shadow area where 
the law cannot reach. I touched on this briefly in 
the very first article of this series with features 
from the magazine High Times. 


Many of the articles in that magazine 
repeated the line, “Check at your local head- 
shop”, when they were talking about the drug 
equipment for sale. “The rush hits you like a 
skydiver, when you use this sm okii^|ong,’’ one

smoking bongs available. Not only bongs, but 
roach clips (devices for holding a marijuana 
cigarette when it gets down to the very end) and 
other drug-related items. Sikeston has its very 
own headshop, located on Greer Street, right 
behind Long John Silver’s. 


I think it is very important here that you are 
familiar with the term, ‘head shop’, which means 
a place where ‘dope-heads’ can buy their 
equipment. 
Don’t get it confused with Head 
Shed, which is a legitimate hair styling salon in 
town. 
It is not against the law to sell the 
equipment necessary to smoke hashish, though 
it is against the law to sell hashish itself. But the 
very fact that there is a business establishment 
which is doing business in these things, shows 
that someone is buying them....and someone is 
using them. They can’t all be for decoration. 
I spoke with the Sikeston Public Safety 
Director to get the police story with regard to the 
drug scene in Sikeston. 
“Do we have a problem? Well, to a certain 
degree,“Francis said. “It depends of course on 
the definition of the term problem.” 
“I can appreciate that the definition of the 
term is dependent upon the amount of cases we 
are dealing with,” I said. “So, how many cases are 
'We dealing with?” 
“Bear in mind that the number of cases we 
see won’t necessarily be indicative of the number 
of cases there actually are. But it can at least give 
us something to go on. 
This list covers 
everything which is drug-related and jin which we 
have become involved, since the first of this 
v w ” ' .

I looked at the ^heet of paper Francis 
handed me, and extracted this infcrirnatioh:

“This tends to support a theory I have 
developed over the last few weeks,” I said. “I 
believe there is an active drug culture in Sikeston,' 
but that the age is just beyond high school age. 
There are, to be sure, high school kids using it, 
but the actual culture is just beyond high school 
age.” 
“That would tend to be the indication from 
our side of it,” Francis said. 
“Do you have a division which deals with 
drugs?” I asked. 
“No, not as such,” Francis said. “When we 
get wind of a case, or when investigation is 
necessary, then we turn it over to our CID people 
and they handle it from there.” 
“You said when you get wind. How do you 
get wind? 
Do you have undercover agents 
working?” 
“Well, no, not as such. We have done 
undercover work in the process of investigating 
activity. I, of course, can’t go into that too much. 
Sometimes when we make an arrest for one 
thing, we are led into something else. This is 
especially true of the drug scene. Sometimes 
someone who is arrested will tell on others in his 
group, in order to ensure a better position for 
himself.” 
“Do you use informers regularly?” 
“We do use them, but we have to be very 
careful. You don’t want to burn your sources, so 
you have to play that end of it very carefully. 


“What about some of the places where 
rumor says that the users can score? Are you 
aware of what the places are?” 
“Yes, and we keep our eyes open. 
Information gets back to us as to who is doing 
what, and where they are doing it.” 
“What about the massage parlors, and the 
porno-book store?” I asked. 
“I’ve been hearing quite a bit about that 
lately,” Francis said. “We keep an eye open there 
too. From what I’ve been able to determine, the 
massage parlors are very strict on their girls. 
They allow no sex whatever.” 
“They allow no copulation. 
They do 
provide locals. Do you know what those are?” 
“Yes,” he said. “But as of now, they are 
doing nothing that breaks the law. You know 
when this new one, this Scorpio, came into town, 
they hired a lawyer. I don’t mean they hired one 
just to help them set up with papers and so forth, 
they hired a lawyer to help keep them out of 
trouble. Now you have to admit that there is 
something suspect about a company which 
moves into town and starts a business, then hires 
a lawyer to keep them out of trouble as their very 
first act.” 
“What about the girls who work there?” I 
asked. 
“They seem to have a very high turn over,” 
Francis answered. 


I left the police station wondering just what 
the massage parlors looked for in the girls they 
hired, so I located a girl who had just applied for a 
job, then decided not to take it. 
“Who did you talk with?” I asked. 
“Two young girls,” she answered. 
“How young?” 
“They could have been 21, but I doubt it.” 
“Did they have the authority to hire you?” 
“They had the authority to recommend 
me. But I would have to see the big boss later, 
before I was officially hired.” 
“What went on? I mean from the moment 
you went in and applied for a job?” 


“Well, when I went in, there were these 
two girls there. 
They looked at me very 
strangely, and then one of them asked me if she 
could help. I told her I was looking for a job.” 
“You are looking for a job, lady?” one of 
them asked.

“I said yes, I just got divorced and I need 
the money. I think they were surprised because I 
was a little older than average. In fact, they asked 
me how old I was, and when I said I was thirty, I 
could tell they were surprised I had come in.” 
“Have you ever worked in a massage 
parlor before?’*" one of the girls asked.

“The girl gave me a form to fill out, and 
when I was finished, asked me one more time if I 
was serious.

But where the man was concerned, it was to 
be strictly a massage, and nothing more. I was 
told that I would have to sign an agreement to 
that effect and it would notarized.

She generally did this by reading 
trashy magazines.”

Legislature hard put to resolve prison issue

<AP) — It's getting to be a con­ 
stantly asked bat never an­ 
swered question before the Mis­ 
souri Legislature: “ What kind 
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of prison should be built and 
where?” 
And although state Sen. Don­ 
ald Manford prophesied Thurs­ 
day that the Senate’s decision 
to fund one, new, maximum se­ 
curity prison ‘‘would set the 
state’s course on corrections 
for decades," another state offi­ 
cial predicted Gov. Joseph P 
Teasdale would go to bat for 
another plan to build an al­ 
ready planned medium security 
facility near Kansas City. 
As the Senate voted over­ 
whelmingly to support its Ap­ 
propriations Committee's plan 
for a small, maximum security 
prison, Teasdale met for 30 
minutes with Social Services 
Director James Walsh, who has 
been traveling throughout the 
state the past three months 
searching for a medium secur­ 
ity prison site 
Walsh had selected and Tea­ 
sdale endorsed locating the 500- 
inmate, $21 million prison at a 


place called Birmingham Bot­ 
toms in Liberty, just northeast 
of Kansas City. But when the 
Senate 
Appropriations 
Com- 
mitee reversed the legislature’s 
previous two years of endorse­ 
ments for the medium security 
concept and decided to fund the 
maximum institution, Teasdale 
said he was willing to go along 
with whatever the legislature 
decided. 
“ He has definitely changed 
his position. He’s ready to go 
with the Birmingham Bottoms 
site,” said Walsh. “ He’s no 
longer going to leave it (site se­ 
lection) to the legislature.” 
As the two men were meet­ 
ing, the Senate concluded about 
four hours of debate on the 
question 
and 
voted 
22-8 
to 
pledge $21 million towards the 
eventual construction of one $34 
million maximum security pris­ 
on on any parcel of land in the 
state which was owned or con­ 
trolled by the Division of Cor- 
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rections as ol the beginning of 
this year. That limits it to sev­ 
eral tracts the division holds in 
mid-Missouri. 
The House version of the bill 
had appropriated $11 million 
for continued work on the me­ 
dium 
security 
facility 
near 
Kansas City, and $1 million for 
site location and planning of a 
similar facility in the St. Louis 
area. 
Manford explained his com­ 
mittee’s position, saying the 
one 
new 
maximum 
facility 
could be used to house the esti­ 
mated 500 hard core non-re- 
habilitatable inmates currently 
allowed to intermingle with the 
1800 less dangerous convicts at 
the state’s current maximum 
security prison, the Missouri 
State Penitentiary here When 
the new facility is built and the 
hard core inmates removed to 
it, the penitentiary would be 
converted into a large medium 
security prison, Manford said 
But Sen 
A. Clifford Jones, 
one of two Appropriations Com­ 
mittee members who had voted 
against the new proposal, said 
the Senate was again trying to 
sidestep the question of what 
kind of a prison to build and 
where. 
At one point during the de­ 
bate, St. Louis County Demo­ 
crat John Schneider said, " I

here, and the only question 
we’re asking is Is it going to 
be in my district or not’.” 
A scarlet-faced, fist pounding 
Jones bellowed that the money 
the Senate was appropriating 
Thursday would never be spent, 
as in previous years, and that 
the Senate was trying to again 
avoid the prison question. He 
said the overcrowded conditions 
which

would result in a hot similar to

disturbance of 1954 when five 
prisoners were killed, a number 
of guards and inmates injured 
and $4 million in property des­ 
tory ed. 
" I will not go through anoth­ 
er riot. Don’t make me go 
through another 1954 again," 
the St. Louis County Republi­ 
can said. “ Now are you going 
to build a penitentiary or aren’t 
you?" he asked as he sought 
support for his amendment to 
appropriate a one-time amount 
of $25.5 million to plan, locate 
and construct one prison 
He said he wouldn’t mind if 
the facility was built in his dis­ 
trict. 
A group of residents near the 
Birmingham Bottoms location 
have opposed it, and Rep Stan 
Thomas, D-Liberty, has offered 
a resolution in the House urg­ 
ing Teasdale to go along with 
the Senate committee's deci­ 
sion. 
Sen. Phil Snowden, D-Glads- 
tone, who represents the area 
where 
the medium security 
prison is to be located, is non­ 
committal on the site, saying 
he wants to hear from more 
residents before opposing it. 
It was opposition from state 
Sen. Truman Wilson. D-St. Jo ­ 
seph. that kept the medium se­ 
curity prison from being built 
near that northwest Missouri 
city last year 
The legislature has been dick­ 
ering with the question of a 
new prison since 1968 
There were plans to build a 
maximum security prison in 
1972 near the Bootheel commu­ 
nity of Steele, but those plans 
were scrapped by then-Gov.

"They have been very Interesting, stimulating . . . keeps 
you young by dealing with young people and helps to keep 
a youthful attitude." 
Mrs. Statler is a graduate of Sikeston High School. She 
attended Southeast Missouri State University where she 
met her husband. They were married shortly after she 
graduated from SE M O and she too did graduate work 
and journalism work at MU. 
For 25 years, Mrs. Statler has taught English, worked 
as sponsor of the school year book and helped with the 
school newspaper the "Bulldog Barker." 
Mrs. Statler and her students have received numerous 
state and national school newspaper awards and she has 
had a few of her students pursue a journalism career, 
including Dick Vaughn, editor of the Delta Magazine. 
Vaughn commented that AMs Statler was a "creative 
teacher" compared to those who were of the structured 
type. 
Mrs. Statler, too, has noted during her teaching career 
many great strides in the school system, teaching 
techniques and students. 
She added that the students are so much more "v e r­ 
satile" now, they have many more talents and op­ 
portunities to do more things, like travel.

Many will miss the Statler's when the school doors 
open this fall but at least for 25 years they have touched 
the lives of many In some way.

When the doors of Sikeston High School closed Tuesday 
for the 1976-77 school year, the Tony Statler's, 703 
Mim osa Dr., packed up all their things and walked away 
too. 
Mr. and Mrs. Statler retired after a joint accumulation 
of over 50 years of service to the Sikeston Public School 
System, leaving many fond memories behind. 
Statler began his teaching after graduation from 
Southeast Missouri State University. After serving in the 
armed forces in World War II, he then returned to the 
University of Missouri at Columbia where he obtained 
his masters degree. 
Prior to coming to the Sikeston school system, Statler 
taught American History and coached basketball at 
Dlehlstadt. 
"W e had some pretty good basketball players too, we 
went to state, never did win It, but It was certainly a good 
honor." 
Among some of Statler's stars were Harold Jones, 
Robert G. (Bob) Miller and J. D. Schaffer. 
In 
1951, he became the director of elementary 
education for the Sikeston school system and served In 
that position until 1961. It was then, that he began his 
present |ob as administrative assistant In charge of 
transportation and added through the years, positions In 
audio visual aids attendance records, state reports, 
school supplies and many other |obs. 
During the years In the education profession, Statler 
noted a tremendous change, "all for the better." "The 
atmosphere Is much more relaxed than In previous 
years." 
Statler recalls that when he first came to the Sikeston, 
the school system didn't even have a projector to show 
film s with, now, "we have all kinds of audio visual aid 
equipment, television sets, slide projectors, recorders 
even a television station set-up." When he first took 
over the transportation system, Sikeston had seven to 
eight buses, now they have 35 buses. 
Also In the changes, he noted the attitude of the student 
body In a whole. 
"Today, because, the Wds are subject to more media 
they are looking for and reaching for more. M any wish to 
continue their education, In comparison to after the war 
they didn't care so much about education, they just 
hunted for |obs." 
Statler says he has enjoyed his years at his profession

Q. My family likes desserts 
and I feel concerned because the 
things they ask for most often 
are rich, fattening foods like 
cake and pie. Am I correct in 
thinking that desserts of this 
kind are unhealthful? 
A. There are good reasons for 
feeling that rich desserts are 
unhealthful Besides providing a 
lot of sugar and fat that we 
otherwise wouldn’t eat 
they 
usually 
do 
not 
contribute 
significant 
amounts 
of 
im­ 
portant vitamins and minerals. 
Probably their most damaging 
feature, however, is the extra 
calories they add to meals which 
can be transform ed into body 
fat. 
Many dessert foods belong in 
the same class as candy, soft 
drinks and alcoholic beverages 
from the standpoint of adding 
“empty calories" to diets All of 
these things have strong taste 
appeal to m any people and 
therefore can be consumed after 
hunger 
feelings 
have 
been 
satisfied 
For example, 
a nutritious 
meal of green salad, lean meat, 
cooked vegetable, whole wheat 
bread and milk could readily 
provide one third or more of the 
energy and essential nutrients 
needed for a day. If a generous 
serving of rich cake or pie were 
added to the meal, an excess of 
300 calorie or m ore could easily 
be 
consumed. 
A 
continuous 
intake of this amount of un­ 
needed energy each day for a 
month could be expected to 
result in 2 4 lbs of new body fat, 
which in a 
year could ac­ 
cumulate to about 30 lbs 
of 
excess weight. 
A good argum ent can be made 
for completely omitting rich 
desserts from the diet. If your 
family has the dessert habit, 
serving small portions will help 
remove some of its negative 
influence 
The food value of desserts 
depend on the things they are 
made of Milk. nuts, raisins and 
other fruits will add nutrients to 
desse-fr Sometimes less fat and

sugar can be used than is called 
for. 
Angelfood 
cake, 
which 
contains protein-rich whites of 
eggs as a major ingredient, is 
higher in protein and lower in fat 
and calories than other popular 
kinds of cake. As one might 
expect, 
adding 
frosting 
or 
whipped topping can greatly 
increase aalories (by 50 percent, 
in some cases). 
Q. Is candy a better choice to 
“ top o ff’ a meal than a rich 
dessert) 
A. No, since candy is usually 
more concentrated in energy 
than 
desserts, 
and 
usually 
contains little else of food value, 
while desserts can be quite 
nutritious. Fresh fruit is a good 
choice for a meal finale since 
fruits are sources of needed 
vitamins, minerals and health­ 
ful 
fiber. 
In addition, 
they 
ususally are very low in fat and 
tend to be low in energy value 
Fresh straw berries are in 
season and are an example of a 
healthful, low calorie fruit A 
full cup of berries contains only 
55 Calories and supplies about 
double the adult requirement for 
vitamin 
C 
(90 
milligrams). 
Other healthful fruits that will 
be in good supply as the summer 
progresses 
include 
peaches, 
blueberries, 
apricots, 
plums, 
melons, etc. 
Sugar should be added to fruit 
sparingly since one tablespoon 
contains 46 Calories Since we 
acquire 
a 
preference 
for 
sweetness as a m atter erf habit, 
mo6t people find they can adjust 
to less sugar in foods in a 
relatively short time 
Cheese or ice cream go well 
with fresh fruit, and no sugar 
should be needed Note that ice 
cream is quite rich in energy 1 a 
cup contains 250 Calories). 
Mixing different kinds of fruit 
creates interesting flavors, and 
usually 
m akes 
sw eetening 
u nnecessary. 
S traw berries, 
oranges and bananas make a 
good combination A little ex­ 
perimenting 
should 
provide 
other tasteful mixtures

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Advance planning pays 
when

traveling by air

Travelers have a wider-than- 
ever variety of air fares and 
travel packages to choose from 
this summer, but figuring out 
which one is best can be harder 
than finding your way around a 
strange city. 
Advance planning — and pay- 
ing — can cut costs considera­ 
bly. The round-trip air fare be­ 
tween New York and London 
can range from $259 to $1,312 
for example. But there are re­ 
strictions attached to most of 
the bargains, so it pays to know 
exactly what you want and 
when you want it. 
The biggest boom has come 
in charter flights, with some in­ 
dustry sources estimating that 
30 per cent of all trans-Atlantic 
travel this year will be on char­ 
ter flights. Ten years ago, only 
5 per cent of the flights were 
charters. 
Lower prices also are avail­ 
able on regularly scheduled 
flights under excursion plans 
involving limits or the amount 
of time you spend at your desti­ 
nation and, in some cases, re­ 
quiring payment well in ad­ 
vance. 
For excursion fares within 
the United States, you general­ 


ly have to stay 7-30 days, buy 
your ticket two weeks in ad­ 
vance and pay extra if you fly 
on the weekend. 
Excursion fares to Europe 
are usually available for stays 
of 14-21 days and 22-45 days. 
With one exception, you do not 
have to pay in advance. There 
is no penalty for cancellation; 
weekends cost extra. 


The exception is the "APEX” 
fare which allows you to stay 
22-45 days and is lower than the 
regular 22-45 day excursion. In 
exchange for the savings, you 
must buy your ticket 45 days 
before departyre There is a 
penalty for cancellation, al­ 
though you can take out low- 
cost insurance for about $15 to» 
protect yourself against this 
possibility. 


Here is a guide to the basics 
of the charters: 
OTC — The letters stand for 
one-stop tour charters and the 
flights 
have been operating 
since 1975. You must purchase 
the ticket from a travel agent. 
The package Includes air fare, 
ground 
accommodations and 
some services such as a guided 
tour 
You have to buy your 
ticket 15 days in advance for 


flights in North America and 30 
days in advance for flights else­ 
where. There is a minimum 
stay of four days, three nights 
in North America and seven 
days, six nights, elsewhere. 
There is no refund if you can­ 
cel. 


ITC — Inclusive tour char­ 
ters, which are often described 
as “vacation packages.” They 
Include air fare, ground accom­ 
odations and services and stops 
in three cities at least 50 miles 
apart. You do not have to buy 
your ticket in advance, but you 
must stay at least seven days. 
If you do pay in advance, you 
may face a penalty for cancel­ 
lation; it depends on the tour 
operator. The ITC fares are 
higher than the OTC packages 
because there are fewer re­ 
strictions. 


ABC — Advance 
booking 
charters are the newest type on 
the market, authorized by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board late 
last year, They allow you to 
purchase air fare only under a 
charter plan and are ideal if 
you want to stay with friends 
or shop around for your own 
hotel. There is no minimum 
stay required for ABCs in the 


United States; If you want to go 
to Europe, you have to stay 
seven days. You must buy your 
ticket 45 days in advance for 
Europe and 30 days in advance 
for flights elsewhere. There is 
no penalty for cancellation if 
the tour operator can find a 
substitute passenger to take 
your place. 


TGC — Travel group charters 
may include transportation only 
or may be offered as part of a 
package with land arrange­ 
ments. There is a minimum 
stay of 7 or 10 days required, 
depending on where you are go­ 
ing, and you must buy your 
' ticket 60 days in advance. 
There is no cancellation penal­ 
ty. 


Another 
common 
type 
of 
package is the one based on the 
GIT 
(group 
inclusive 
tour) 
fare This is not a charter; you 
travel on regularly scheduled 
flights. The GIT fares require a 
group of 40 persons or more, 
but you do not have to put to­ 
gether the group or join an or­ 
ganization 
Payment 
dates, 
minimum stay and ground ac­ 
comodations included with the 
air fare may vary from tour to 
tour.

application of postemergence 
weed control treatments is a key 
factor in weed control in crops 
grown in this area. A major 
weed control problem in the 
area results from the fact that 
farmers are so busy about this 
time of year that herbicides are 
often applied later than they 
whould be for best results. 


Consequently, weeds get off to 
a good start and are much more 
difficult to control. Crop yields 
are reduced

petition, and crops are often

banking outlined 
some of the trends and problems 
of farm credit before 33 bankers 
attending the Advanced School 
of Agricultural Banking meeting 
May 22-27 at the University of 
Missouri- Columbia 
Leslie Peterson, chairman of 
the 
agricultural 
banking 
division 
of 
the 
Am erican 
Bankers Ass., said the flow of 
capital supplied by banks and 
other sources 
has 
and will 
continue to have more impact on 
agriculture 
than 
other 
im­ 
portant influences These other 
influences on agriculture in­ 
clude government, farm labor 
unions, 
consumer 
groups, 
foreign investors and the growth 
of enrollment in colleges of 
agriculture. 
And banks are a vital part of 
the agriculture credit situation, 
he said. 
“Banks are actually holding 


their own at a little over one half 
of the farm operating credit 
extended 
in 
this 
country.” 
Peterson said. The banks' share 
of 
farm credit 
outlays 
is 
growing, he added, with other 
sources of credit 
being the 
Production Credit Associations, 
commercial credit corporations 
and 
the 
farm ers 
Home 
Administration. Peterson is also 
president of the Farmers State 
Bank in Trimont, Minn 
Outlining current problems in 
farm 
credit, 
Peterson 
said, 
"W e’re seeing loan repayment 
ability 
declining. ” 
More 
bankers 
are 
reporting 
that, 
while the money supply is good, 
"they have borrowers in trouble 
and can’t extend more credit." 
Peterson pointed to a U.S. 
Department 
of Agriculture 
survey in a nine-state drouth 
area in the Midwest, with up to 
18 per cent of farmers having 
problems paying back loans 
i Missouri was not a part of the 
study.) 
This problem is one of the 
reasons that the Carter ad­ 
ministration has improved price 
support 
proposals, 
Peterson 
said. 
Bankers are also "becoming a 


little 
complacent,” 
he 
said. 
While real estate value may be 
high on rural property, “ we 
haven’t looked hard enough at 
repayment capacity. 
"W e find lenders willing to 
place more debt on land than 
that 
land 
has 
productive 
capability to service." Peterson 
said 
Another 
possible 
problem 
arises from the fact that the 
agricultural area as a healthy 
field for investment is attracting 
big banks and life insurance 
companies not traditionally in 
the field. 
"However, 
many 
of 
these 
(new lenders) don't understand 
agriculture and they don't un­ 
derstand the perpetual credit 
needs in agriculture " 
He 
referred to the cattle 
business in the depressed year 
of 1975 when many new in­ 
vestors not used to agriculture 
got out because they had been 
"burned " 
"W e can't have lenders who 
are going to get in and out of this 
(on a short term basis) if we're 
going 
to 
look 
for any any 
stability or growth." 
Noting that mo6t banks that 
extend farm credit are small, 
with 
individualized 
relations 
with farmers, and that these 
banks 
are 
"the 
short-term 
lenders 
and 
down-payment 
lenders," Peterson listed some 
questions that farm lenders and 
borrowers 
should ask them­ 
selves in loan decisions:

significantly. 
In 
addition, 
it 
creates a size differential bet­ 
ween soybean plants and later- 
season weeds so that weeds can 
be effectively controlled with 
directed herbicide applications 
Consequently, 
later- 
season 
weeds can be controlled with 


much less damage to soybean 
plants andyields as compared to 
late- season topical herbicide 
treatments. 
Now as far as cotton is con­ 
cerned, 
two 
herbicides 
are 
recommended for early topical 
(over-the-top) 
postemergence 
application when weeds are as 
tall as the cotton Flometuron 
(Cotoran or Lanex) 
plus a 
surfactant gives fair control of a 
number 
of 
grasses 
and 
broadleaved weeds. For best 
results, it should be applied 
after cotton is three inches tall 
and preferably before weeds are 
14 inches tall 
DSMA 
plus 
a 
surfactant, 
applied within 10 days after 
cotton 
comes up and when 
weeds are less than two inches 
tall will give fair to good control 
of most grasses broadleaved 
weeds Now, if the weeds are not 
as tall as the cotton, directing 
the spray from the side of the 
row will help to insure best weed 
control results with less damage 
to the cotton. 
For corn and grain sorghum, 
Atrazine applied as an early, 
postemergence treatment will 
result in good control of most

Consumers have lost ground since 1970 


COLUMBIA — Hog producers 
should be able to save about $3 
per hog this year by feeding 
wheat or a wheat- corn mix 
totheir animals, according to 
John Rea and Myron Bennett, 
extension 
specialists 
at 
the 
U niversity 
of 
M issouri- 
Columbia. 
"An unusual price relation­ 
ship between corn and wheat is 
expected 
during 
the 
wheat 
harvest,” says Bennett, state 
extension economist, “The price 
of wheat may be 10 or 15 cents 
below corn. Wheat with garlic or 
other foreign m atter causing 
discounts will be much lower,” 
"Subsituting wheat for corn 
without reducing the rate of gain 
potentially reduces feed costs 
That increases net income,” 
says 
Rea, 
extension 
swine 
specialist. 
The UMC specialists say now 
is the tim e for farm ers to 
prepare for this advantage, 
“Take for instance a grower 
ration (for young pigs'," Rea 
says. “ At current prices, an all­ 
corn ration will cost about $6.10 
per hundredweight. Corn with 
about 40 per cent wheat will 
bring that down to $5 60 per 
hundredweight An 
all-wheat 
ration will run about $5.08,” Rea 
says. 
There’s about a 50 cents dif­ 
ference 
per 
hundredweight 
between all-corn and the corn- 
wheat mix, and between the 
corn-wheat mix and the all­ 
wheat ration both in developer 
and 
finisher rations, 
also

vue a

“ Now, let’s assume the all­ 
corn and corn-wheat rations 
both have a feed conversion of 
3.5 pounds of feed to produce a 
pound of pork. So, by feeding the 
corn-wheat ration, a farm er can 
save about $1.75 per hundred 
pounds gained. Assuming a hog 
gains about 180 pounds from 
weaning to m arket weight, that 
means about a savings of $3.15 
per hog with a corn-wheat mix,” 
Rea says 
Rea says his figures assume 
the feed conversion on the all­ 
wheat ration is about 4 pounds 
of feed to a pound of gained 
weight on a pig. "The all-wheat 
diet is cheaper, but it may take 
more feed per pound of gain. 
“We figure it costs about 
$34 65 to put 180 pounds on a hog 
with 
an 
all-corn 
ratio n .” 
(Conversion of 3.5 times 54 
cents a pound average feed costs 
times 180 pounds of gain.) “On 
the 
other hand, the 
cost 
of* 
feeding an all-wheat ration is 
about $31 68 ” (Conversion of 4 
times 4.4 cents average feed 
costs times 180 pounds.) 
"That’s a savings of $2 97.” 
"Whichever way he goes - all 
w heat 
or corn-w heat -- 
a 
producer with 1000 hogs can 
save about $3000." Bennett says. 
If a farm er wishes to use 
wheat as some or all of a hog 
feed, he should check a few* 
things first. 
-Decide which route to go - 
all wheat as the grain in the 
ration or about half wheat and 
corn, both at about 40 per cent of 
the total ration. 
“ W’heat 
finely 
ground 
becomes pasty in the hog’s 
mouth and they don’t like it as 
well as corn For this reason, 
w heat 
should 
be 
coarsely 
ground Hogs occasionally gooff 
feed when fed the finely ground 
wheat rations 
"However, research data has 
shown good performance with 
either a corn-wheat mixture or 
an all-wheat ration." Rea says 
-Check with area Extension 
livestock or farm management 
specialists to find out specific 
percentages of grain and ad­ 
ditives 
used 
in 
the 
rations 
computed by Rea and bennett. 
"Also, we are available to 
formulate rations for both swine 
and beef cattle,” says Bennett.

Q: I’m a construction worker 
who’s had a dozen different jobs 
in the last ten years. Is it true 
that now I can set up some kind 
of retirem ent plan for myself? 
A: If you haven’t been an 
active participant during your

retirem ent program where you 
w ork, 
you 
can 
s ta rt 
an 
I n d iv id u a l 
R e tir e m e n t 
A rrangem ent 
(IR A ). 
That 
means you can set aside 15 
percent of your 
pay, 
to a 
maximum of $1,500 a year, in an 
account which is specifically 
designed for your retirem ent 
years You don’t pay income tax 
on the money or on the interest it 
earns 
until you 
start with­ 
drawing it, at age 594 or later, 
or should you become disabled 
Q: 1 pay Social Security tax. 
Does that mean I can’t start an 
IRA’’ 
A: No. Social Security was 
never intended to be retirem ent 
pay, 
only 
to 
supplem ent 
whatever type of pension a 
retiree received Neither Social 
S ecurity 
nor 
R ailroad 
Retirement coverage makes a 
person ineligible for an IRA 
Q: What are the advantages of 
an IRA? 
A: (1) annual contributions to 
an IRA are deductible from 
gross income, even if a taxpayer 
does not itemize deductions; 
(2) 
interest, 
dividends 
or 
capital gains earned on the IRA 
contributions are not taxable as 
they accumulate; and 
(3) tax is due only after funds 
are withdrawn from an account 
This normally happens after the 
individual is retired or disabled 
and is. therefore, in a lower tax 
bracket 
Q: Suppose I have a bad year 
financially. Is there any penalty 
for skipping a year's deposit? 
A: No. Within the permissible 
limits, you can deposit as little 
or as much as you can afford 
Also, timing of the deposits is 
not regulated, so you can make 
your payments periodically or in 
a lumpsum 
Q: Other than the maximum 
contribution allowed, are there 
any restrictions on the ac­ 
count? 
A; Yes 
W ithdrawals made 
before the ow ner is disabled or 
reaches age 594 are considered 
taxable income and subject to 
an additional 10 percent penalty 
Deposits which exceed the limit 
in any given year are subject to 
a non-deductible 6 percent ex­ 
cise tax each year And finally, 
withdrawals must begin by the 
year the owner of the account 
reaches age 704 
Q: I'm thinking of setting up 
an IRA for myself Can I make it 
a joint account with my wife if 
she doesn't work for a living” 
A: Yes, you can start an IRA 
for her as well as yourself The 
details on this are the same as 
for an employee, except that the 
maximum annual contribution 
is the lesser of 15 percent of your 
income or $1,750 
Q: Do I come to the IRS to 
start an Individual Retirement 
Arrangement? 
A: No To set up your IRA you 
should contact a bank, savings 
and loan or federally-insured 
credit union. In addition, many 
brokerage firms and insurance 
companies can get you started 
The IRS has prepared a free 
booklet. Publication 590, "Tax 
Inform ation 
on 
Individual 
Retirement Savings Program s" 
which can be obtained from 
moat local 
IRS 
offices and 
contains details on all types of 
individual retirem ent savings 
programs

Rising wages have helped off­ 
set many of the boosts in food 
costs over the last two decades, 
but consumers have lost ground 
since 1970. 
Figures from the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics show that it 
takes the average production 
worker less time today than it 
did in 1965 to earn the money 
needed to buy two dozen basic 
food items. It takes him or her 
longer than it did in 1970, how­ 
ever. 
U.S. consumers rem ain better 
off than their European count­ 
erparts. Although exact com­ 
parisons 
are 
impossible be­ 
cause 
of 
different 
buying 
habits, tastes and statistics, a 
spot check indicates the food 
share of the family budget is 
considerably less in the United 
States than abroad. 
To m easure the cost of food 
for Americans in term s of time 
as well as money, the Associ­ 
ated Press checked average re­ 
tail prices, according to the Bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics, for 24 
item s in 1965, 1970 and Febru­ 
ary 1977. Using average hourly 
wages, including overtime, the 
AP 
calculated 
how 
long 
it 
would take for the nonfarm, 
nonsupervisory 
production 
worker 
to 
earn 
the money 
needed to buy the items 
In 1965. the worker would 
have had to spend 275 minutes 
— just over 44 hours — to pur­ 
chase all 24 items. In 1970, he 
or she would have had to spend 
231 minutes — just under four 
hours Today, it takes 258 min­ 
utes — a little more than 44 
hours 
The retail prices of the 24 
item s went up 89 per cent from 
1965 to 1977; the amount of 
tim e needed to earn the money 
went down six per cent From 
1970 to 1977, the prices went up 
64 per cent; the time went up 
only 12 per cent. 
Looking at some specifics, 
the figures show that a pound 
of hamburger cost an average 
of 53 cents in 1965 The average 


production worker had to spend 
13 minutes to earn that much 
money. 
In 1970, the sam e hamburger 
cost 67 cents, but the worker 
needed only 12 minutes to earn 
the money. In 1977, the cost 
was 85 cents, the time was 10 
minutes 
A one-pound loaf of white 
bread cost 21 cents and five 
minutes in 1965 . 25 cents and 
four minutes in 1970 and 35 
cents and four minutes in 1977. 
The loss of ground in the 
1970s is demonstrated by what 
has happened to the price of 
such items as canned tuna and 
eggs. It took the average work­ 
er eight minutes to earn the 
price of a 6 12-ounce can of the 
fish in 1965 and seven minutes 
in 
1970. 
By 
1977, the time 
needed was back up to eight 
minutes 
The time needed to "buy" a 
dozen, 
large, 
Grade-A 
eggs 
went from 13 minutes in 1965 to 
11 minutes in 1970 and back up 
to 12 minutes in 1977. 
Of the 24 items used in the 
comparison, 16 "cost" less time 
in 1977 than they did in 1965, 
Only four items — round steak, 
chuck roast, hamburger and or­ 
anges — cost less in 1977 than 
they did at the start of the dec­ 
ade. 
Even with the increases, the 
consumer is better off in the 
United States than elsewhere 
The Sunday Times of London 
reported late last year on the 
amount of time it took an aver­ 
age industrial worker to earn 
enough money to buy 10 items. 
Six of the foods coincided with 
items on the Bureau of Statis­ 
tics list and in every case, the 
U S. worker needed less time to 
earn the price erf the product 
Other indications about the 
position of Americans in rela­ 
tion to consumers elsewhere 
are available in figures show­ 
ing what proportion of income 
and spending goes for food 
(Note: food takes a bigger per­ 
centage of spending titan it 
does of income, because the 


spending figures don’t take sav­ 
ings into account.) 
Food — including items pur­ 
chased away from home — has 
accounted for about 16 to 18 per 
cent of average income in the 
United States in recent years. 
According to the latest avail­ 
able figures from the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, food accounted 
for about 20 per cent of spend­ 
ing in 1972-73, down from 24 4 
per cent in 1960-61.

There is no doubt that President Carter’s repeated 
campaign promises to reduce and reshape “the horrible, 
bloated bureaucracy” of government struck a respon­ 
sive chord in a public weary of supporting such a burden. 
Ture to his promises, the President has now obtained 
legislation enabling him to carry out what he himself 
concedes was his most consistent campaign theme. The 
reorganization bill gives him broad powers to reform the 
federal bureaucracy - a hodgepodge of some 1,900 
agencies employing more than two million civilians. 
It remains now to see how well and faithfully the new 
administration delivers on its promise. There is nothing 
easy about bringing under control a huge and entrenched 
bureaucracy. 
Indeed, based on administration performance to date 
one must counsel a healthy skepticism. Campaigner 
Carter promised, for example, that President Carter 
would cut the White.House staff by 30 per cent. Instead 
the White House staff has grown by 30 per cent since he 
took office. 
In fairness, there are certain structural impediments 
that make it very difficult to end waste and promote 
efficiency in government. The bureaucrat whose fief is 
threatened knows wiles that would make Svengali 
himself writhe in envy. 
Moreover, many offices that should be dismantled are 
protected by specific acts of Congress. For example, 
there are 1,175 advisory boards and committees that 
cling to the government like limpets, and Carter quite 
properly ordered them weeded out. 
To his dismay, however, he discovered that of this 
number only 16 could be dissolved simply by presidential 
edict. The rest, established by Congress, will endure until 
and unless Congress goes through the tedious business of 
snuffing them out one by one. 
We have doublts, as we say. but nothing would please 
us more than to see the White House deliver on the 
statement it uttered when the reorganization bill was 
signed: "The average citizen.. . can anticipate that the 
efficiency and quality of government service will be 
improved.”

Frost than I did Nixon There is 
something 
compelling 
about 
Frost's personality that Nixon 
lacks. Perhaps it's his forthright 
manner,

maybe it’s his 
striped shirt, but every time he 
asked a question I sat up in my 
chair and when Nixon answered 
it I dozed off to sleep 
After watching Frost for four 
programs 
I 
started 
to 
ask 
myself. "When did Frost know 
about W atergate, and how much 
did he know-*" W’e have been 
told that Frost taped 28 hours 
with Nixon We have only seen 
six of them What happened to 
the other tapes'1 Is there a 
coverup going on’’ Doesn’t the 
public have the right to know 
everything that went on during 
those tedious sessions in San 
ClemenU»? 
Were there any gaps in the TV 
tape because of poor lighting or 
planes flying overhead’’ Did 
Frost 
obstruct 
Nixon 
from 
answering a question about his 
crim es’* And what about Frost's 
tax returns’’ Will he pay income 
taxes in the United Slates or will 
the money be shipped out of the 
country9 
Can Frost be im peached by 
the Alpu Dog food company fur 
forcing Nixon to admit the 
President is above the law? Can 
he be made to resign’as a TV 
interviewer for failing to ask 
why 
Nixon didn’t burn the 
tapes9 
And 
will 
Frost 
receive a 
pardon from President Carter 
after putting us through the long 
nightmare of W atergate once 
again? 
The only way these questions 
can be answered is by setting up 
a Special Prosecutor’s Office to 
find out what Frost's real role 
was in all this. 1 would suggest 
some respected lawyer such as 


Archibald Cox to head the in­ 
vestigation. 
I think all the TV tapes should 
be subpoenaed, and if any crim e 
has 
been 
com m itted 
the 
evidence should be turned over 
to the grand jury 
I am not accusing David Frost 
of any wrongdoing 
But the 
country has to know all the facts 
if we are ever to girt to the 
bottom of the Nixon affair 
Six hours of television is not 
enough to tell us all the things 
we wanted to know, not only 
about 
W atergate 
but 
also 
Kissinger's relations with the 
fortuer President We know that 
Nixon and Kissinger prayed 
together 
in 
Lincoln's sitting 
room What we don t know is 
what they were praying for Was 
Nixon praying for Haldeman 
and Khrhchman9 W as Kissinger 
praying that Ford would keep 
him on? This was a crucial 
period in America's history We 
have to assume that whatever 
Nixon prayed for. his prayers 
weren't answered But we can't 
be sure of Kissinger Did he 
make a secret deal with the 
powers that be which we still 
don’t know about? Was Frost 
privy to what was said in those 
prayers9 
And did Frost and Nixon pray 
lugether after they finished thar 
intervtews9 And was this taped? 
Until 
these 
questions 
are 
answered the American people 
will continue to agonize The 
only solution is to have Frost 
testify under oath as to what his 
role was in covering up what 
Nixon had to say about his 
coverup 
We know that Nixon may try 
for a comeback after the TV 
series, 
but 
the question on 
everyone’s 
mind is whether 
Frost can make a comeback? 
Will the public ever forgive him 
for bringing Nixon back into our 
homes? 
Will David Frost have to live 
for the rest of his life with the 
image of the first man who in 
lerviewed Richard Nixon on 
televBion after the resignation9 
Or will he be remembered for 
the good things he did be I ore he 
signed up Nixon9 Only time will 
tell.

paid the University of Missouri 
approximately 
$44,000 
and 
grossed almost $189,000. 
Russell Porter, the logger, 
said he believed he made a 
"good profit’’ on the venture 
and that it was unlikely that he 
would ever be able to do it 
again. 
Homer L'Hote, the university 
official who approved the trans­ 
action, told the House Govern­ 
mental Review Committee his 
blessings on the sales were a 
“ mistake in judgement ” 
The committee subpoenaed 
Porter and L'Hote in an effort 
to determine why the university 


did not receive a higher price 
for the tim ber cut by Porter at 
the forest in St Charles County 
in 1976 and 1977 
Porter, a University of Mis­ 
souri graduate, told the com­ 
mittee tliat he did not reveal 
the exact amount of money he 
had received for the logs he cut 
from Weldon Spring at an ear­ 
lier hearing because he didn't 
want the public to know how 
much money he made in the 
venture 
“The public didn't have to 
know how much I received,” 
Porter said. “ I feel justified in 
what I paid and I feel justified 
in what I received.” 
Porter, who cut almost 800 
walnut and white oak trees 


which were later sold to buyers 
in West Germany and Japan, 
said he was taught in school 
“ to buy my inputs as low as 
possible and to sell my outputs 
as high as possible." 
Porter siad he thought he 
made a good profit. "B etter 
than I ever expected," he said. 
L’Hote, assistant director of 
the university's agricultural ex­ 
periment station, said he did 
not check with anyone on the 
fairness of the price offered by 
Porter for the trees. Porter had 
first contacted L’Hote about 
cutting trees at the Weldon 
Spring area in 1973 while he 
was still a student on the Co­ 
lumbia cam pus 
Porter later was asked by 


L'Hote if he wanted to harvest 
more tim ber from the 8,000- 
acre tract of land and he sub­ 
mitted the prices he was will­ 
ing to pay for the trees. 
L'Hote testified that he asked 
Porter if the bids he gave rep­ 
resented a fair m arket price 
for the timber. Porter told him 
they did 
and 
L’Hote never 
questioned 
P o rte r's 
prices 
again. 
"I felt like any of our stu­ 
dents are reputable people.” 
L'Hote said L’Hote said he did 
not know what Porter had been 
receiving for the trees he had 
cut "I thought he would give a 
lair price,” he said. 
Porter defended not telling 
the committee at an earlier 


hearing on the timber sale how 
much money he had received 
for the trees Although a report 
by State Auditor Thomas Keyes 
indicated Porter received al­ 
most $189,000 for the trees, he 
told the committee he had only 
received $86,000 


“I didn’t feel like I was ly­ 
ing." Porter said. He under­ 
played the amount he received 
for the timber, he said, to save 
himself from em barrassm ent in 
the community.

sales The Semite has already 
approved the measure but they 
must okay an amendment tack­

This is the final article in a series of investigative reports 
dealing with both the drug scene, and the sex b u sin esses in 
Sikeston. Com m ercial sex is one of the most lucrative of all 
unsavory businesses, and therefore tends to m ushroom 
once it establishes roots in a community. Those roots have 
been established in Sikeston, and it is going to be very 
difficult to eradicate them 
Difficult, but not impossible. 
The federal and state governments hai’e placed that right 
and responsibility in the hands of local communities 
Put 
local ordanances must be effective, if they are to do the job. 
And effective laws cannot be drawn up if the specifics aren't 
addressed. Specifics cannot be addressed if the facts are 
not known, and that is what this series of articles has 
attem pted to provide. 
It is an offensive business, so 
describing it can som etim es be offensive itself. I have m ade 
an effort to couch my descriptions in such a way a s to 
provide the maximum information, with the minimum 
offense 
It is a difficult line to walk, and so I ask your 
indulgence for those are as in which I mav h are been too 
vague, and I beg your pardon for those places where I may 
have been too explicit. 
But please rem em ber that 
knowledge is the arm or of truth, and truth is the swt>rd of 
justice. 
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The Director of Public Safety, Ken 
Francis, was most cooperative, and eager to 
speak with me for the final series 


For the last three weeks, I have been 
devoting the stories in this magazine to the drug 
scene in Sikeston. 
1 have also written two 
editorials concerning the massage parlors and 
pornographic material for sale in town. 
For this final article, I have decided to bring 
them together into one, all encompassing article. 
After all, there is some basis of relationship 
between the two, they are but one layer apart in 
the structure of society. 
The sex oriented 
business crosses and re-crosses the sometimes 
indistinct line of legality, the drug business is 
generally illegal. 
It is interesting however, that even in the 
drug business, there is that shadow area where 
the law cannot reach. I touched on this briefly in 
the very first article of this series with features 
from the magazine High Times. 


Many of the articles in that magazine 
repeated the line, “Check at your local head 
shop”, when they were talking about the drug 
equipment for sale. 
“The rush hits you like a 
skydiver, when you use this smoking bong,” one 
ad ran. 
Now, for those users in SikestDtlwho want 
the rush to hit them like a skydiver, fhere are 
smoking bongs available. Not only bongs, but 
roach clips (devices for holding a marijuana 
cigarette when it gets down to the very end) and 
other drug-related items. Sikeston has its very 
own headshop, located on Greer Street, right 
behind Long John Silver’s. 


1 think it is very important here that you are 
familiar with the term, ‘head shop’, which means 
a place where ‘dope heads’ can buy their 
equipment. 
Don’t get it confused with Head 
Shed, which is a legitimate hair styling sabn in 
town. 
It is not against the law to sell the 
equipment necessary to smoke hashish, though 
it is against the law to sell hashish itself. But the 
very fact that there is a business establishment 
which is doing business in these things, shows 
that someone is buying them. ..and someone is 
using them. They can’t all be for decoration. 
I spoke with the Sikeston Public Safety 
Director to get the police story with regard to the 
drug scene in Sikeston. 
“Do we have a problem? Well, to a certain 
degree,“Francis said. “It depends of course on 
the definition of the term problem.” 
"I can appreciate that the definition of the 
term is dependent upon the amount of cases we 
are dealing with,” I said. “So, how many cases are 
we dealing with?” 
“Bear in mind that the number of cases we 
see won’t necessarily be indicative of the number 
of cases there actually are. But it can at least give 
us something to go on. 
This list covers 
everything which is drug related and in which we 
have become involved, since the first of this 
year.” 
I looked at the sheet of paper Francis 
handed me, and extracted this information:

“This tends to support a theory I have 
developed over the last few weeks,” I said. “ I 
believe there is an active drug culture in Sikeston, ' 
but that the age is just beyond high school age. 
There are, to be sure, high school kids using it, 
but the actual culture is just beyond high school 
age.” 
“ That would tend to be the indication from 
our side of it,” Francis said. 
“ Do you have a division which deals with 


drugs?” I asked. 
“ No, not as such,” Francis said. “ When we 
get wind of a case, or when investigation is 
necessary, then we turn it over to our CID people 
and they handle it from there.” 
“ You said when you get wind. How do you 
get wind? 
Do you have undercover agents 
working?” 
“ Well, no, not as such. 
We have done 
undercover work in the process of investigating 
activity. I, of course, can’t go into that too much. 
Sometimes when we make an arrest for one 
thing, we are led into something else. This is 
especially true of the drug scene. Sometimes 
someone who is arrested will tell on others in his 
group, in order to ensure a better position for 
himself.” 
“ Do you use informers regularly?" 
“ We do use them, but we have to be very 
careful. You don’t want to burn your sources, so 
you have to play that end of it very carefully. 


“ What about some of the places where 
rumor says that the users can score? Are you 
aware of what the places are?” 
“ Yes, and we keep our eyes open. 
Information gets back to us as to who is doing 
what, and where they are doing it.” 
“What about the massage parlors, and the 
porno-book store?” I asked. 
“ I’ve been hearing quite a bit about that 
lately,” Francis said. “ We keep an eye open there 
too. From what I’ve been able to determine, the 
massage parlors are very strict on their girls. 
They allow no sex whatever.” 
“They allow no copulation. 
They do 
provide locals. Do you know what those are?” 
“ Yes,” he said. “ But as of now, they are 
doing nothing that breaks the law. You know 
when this new one, this Scorpio, came into town, 
they hired a lawyer. I don’t mean they hired one 
just to help them set up with papers and so forth, 
they hired a lawyer to help keep them out of 
trouble. 
Now you have to admit that there is 
something suspect about a company which 
moves into town and starts a business, then hires 
a lawyer to keep them out of trouble as their very 
first act.” 
“ What about the girls who work there?” I 
asked. 
“ They seem to have a very high turn over,” 
Francis answered. 


I left the police station wondering just what 
the massage parlors looked for in the girls they 
hired, so I located a girl who had just applied for a 
job, then decided not to take it. 
“ Who did you talk with?” I asked. 
“ Two young girls,” she answered. 
“ How young?” 
"They could have been 21, but I doubt it.” 
"Did they have the authority to hire you?” 
“ They had the authority to recommend 
me. But I would have to see the big boss later, 
before I was officially hired.” 
“ What went on? 1 mean from the moment 
you went in and applied for a job?"

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“ Well, when I went in, there were these 
two girls there. 
They looked at me very

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Scars. She said that their customers don­ 
’t like girls with bad scars on their bodies.” 
“Did she tell you what would be expected 
of you?” 
“Yes. 
I told her I had never done this 
before, and I wanted to know just what was 
expected of me. She told me that the man would 
be nude, and I would be nude. I would give him a 
rubdown, and then I would give him a loc^* She 


asked me if 1 knew what a local was, and I said 
yes. She said that a local was a regular part of the 
massage, and she hoped I didn’t have any 
aversions to doing that.” 
“Then what?” 
“She told me that after 1 gave the man a 
massage then he was to be allowed to give me 
one. But where the man was concerned, it was to 
be strictly a massage, and nothing more. 1 was 
told that I would have to sign an agreement to 
that effect and it would notarized. 


“What else did the girl say?” 
“After the massage was over, the man 
could take a shower if he wanted to, but I couldn’t 
get into the shower with him. I could lean in, but 
not put my entire body in.” 
“What about the pay?” 
“The pay is very good. $135 for three days 


work, and she said you never make less than $75 
pr week in tips. She said that if you satisfy the 
customer, that when he comes back the tip will 
be two or three times as high as it was the first 
time.” 
“Did she say anything else?” 
“Yes. She said that when she first started 
working there she felt like a slut everytime she 
touched a man, that it was really degrading. But 
finally she got to thinking that if a man wanted to 
pay her to do this then he was just as bad as she 
was. In fact, she said that she considers everyone 
who comes there now as a pervert.

This is the conclusion of the investigative series 
on the drug scene, and the inner related sex 
business of Sikeston. It is the end of the series, 


but hopefully, not the end of concern. There is 
much cause for concern here. There are many 
locations in Sikeston where the young people 
tend to congregate and traffic in drugs. When the 
police makes one of them too hot, the users 
simply move to another location. And now, there 
is operating publicly, a headshop, or store dealing 
in drug paraphernalia. 
In addition to the drug points, there are the 
sex connections. In addition to the slick, near- 
porno magazines which are displayed openly in 
several magazine racks around town, there is 
now the brazen operation of the explicit porno 
book store right down town. 
There are two 
massage parlors, where for a fee, a nude male can 
be massaged with all its implications, by a nude 
female, or females. 


But concerned citizens have already 
begun an effort to turn this cancerous growth 
back 
a petition was presented to the City 
Council this week, asking the City Council to 
look into the situation, and the City Council has 
promised to examine the issue. It is the first step 
in building the dike to stem the tide of inner-city 
decay, both in drugs and sex businesses jt 1S i 


vestige ot freedom which says that we, as a city, 
can establish our own patterns of public decency. 
It is our manifest right, and solemn obligation to 
do so.

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I’m impressed with John Braddock. I’m 
impessed, because I met him in a skeptical frame 
of mind, primarily discharging an obligation to a 
friend more than anything else, and yet came 
away convinced that John Braddock is for real.

I was sick of 
my life.” 


“Well. I went through it all.” John said I 
started using marijuana at the age of 14. And I 
took pills, finally I got onto the hard stuff." 
“Let me ask you something." I interrupted. 
"You were in that life, you were smoking pot and 
dropping pills. You knew what the life was like, 
you knew what you were getting into by messing 
aound with heroin, yet you did it. Why?"

He did, and I read it while everyone 
else went for their hour dayroom and recreation 
break. I was alone, and to be honest I couldn t

I read.

something...! know now it was the Holy 
Spirit...moved me, and I got down on my knees 
and prayed. 1 said, ‘Jesus, if you want my life, it s 
yours to do with as vou please 
Well, before long 


1 just changed. 1 could tell that I had. And I told 
my mother 1 had changed. She offered to go my 
bail if 1 would go to Teen Challenge and work 
there, and 1 agreed. And, it had been a long time 
since she had gone my bail for me, because 
before I always skipped out. This time though, I 
went to Teen Challenge, and 1 worked, and I 
witnessed for the Lord.
